With  a wistful 
smile,  Janice  says  that  it  was  a challenging  and  wonderful 
period  of  their  lives — struggling  to  make  ends  meet,  watching 
their  children  grow,  and  preparing  for  their  future  careers. 
“We  just  learned  what  perseverance  is,”  she  explains. 

After  graduating  with  a degree  in  psychology,  John  had 
a long  career  in  consumer  sales  and  marketing,  working  for 
companies  such  as  ACME  Markets,  Inc.;  Altria  Group,  Inc.; 
Merck  & Co.,  Inc.;  GlaxoSmithKline;  Proctor  and  Gamble; 
and  Spectrum  Industries,  Inc.  Even  though  he  traveled 
extensively  with  his  work,  John  made  time  for  family, 
service  to  his  church  and  community,  sharing  his  knowledge 
with  students  in  Elizabethtown’s  Department  of  Business, 
and  a few  enjoyable  pursuits,  like  piloting  a private  plane  and 
collecting  classic  cars.  Since  retiring  in  June  2003,  John  has 
been  owner  and  chief  executive  officer  of  JLH  Enterprise,  Inc., 
a real  estate  management  firm. 

An  elementary  education  major  at  Elizabethtown,  Janice 
grew  her  love  of  teaching  into  a successful  entrepreneurial 
business.

Former  University  of  Redlands  Dean  Named 
Provost  and  Senior  Vice  President

Susan  Traverso — former  dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  at 
California’s  University  of  Redlands — 
joined  Elizabethtown  College  as  provost 
and  senior  vice  president.  She  also  holds 
faculty  rank  as  a professor  of  history. 

College  President  Theodore  Long 
welcomes  the  addition  of  Traverso  to  the 
College.  “I  believe  Dr.  Traverso  will  be 
an  exceptional  leader  for  Elizabethtown 
College,”  says  Long.  “I  very  much  look 
forward  to  working  with  her  in  the  years 
ahead  to  achieve  our  expanding  vision  for 
the  College.” 

Prior  to  working  at  Redlands,  where 
she  served  as  an  associate  professor  of 
history,  Traverso  was  a member  of  the 
faculty  at  North  Central  College  in 
Naperville,  111.  She  served  as  chair  of  the 
History  Department  and  led  campus 
initiatives  in  curriculum  and  assessment 
and  strategic  planning.  Traverso  also 
has  held  leadership  positions  with  the 
Associated  New  American  Colleges,  a 
national  consortium  of  22  comprehensive 
universities  committed  to  the  integration 


of  liberal  education,  professional  studies 
and  civic  engagement. 

The  author  of  “Welfare  Politics  in 
Boston,  1910-40,”  Traverso  is  a historian 
of  urban  politics  and  20th-century  social 
policy.  Her  book,  published  by  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  in  2003, 
explores  the  influence  of  ethnic  politics 
on  Boston’s  enlarging  welfare  programs. 
Traverso  also  has  written  on  numerous 
topics  in  higher  education  and  has 
presented  at  several  national  conferences 
of  higher  education  organizations. 

Her  article  “The  Role  of  Faculty  in 
Institutional  Development”  appeared 
in  Liberal  Education  in  2003. 

In  addition  to  experience  in  higher 
education,  Traverso  brings  broad  knowl- 
edge of  international  development  and 
global  education  to  Elizabethtown.  She 
directed  Peace  Corps  training  programs 
in  Yemen  in  1990  and  Bulgaria  in  1991. 
She  has  worked  with  several  international 
exchange  and  educational  programs, 
including  the  Lawyer’s  Alliance  for  World 
Security.  At  North  Central  College,  she 


participated  in  federally  funded  global 
education  efforts,  and  she  oversaw  an 
extensive  study-abroad  program  at  the 
University  of  Redlands  as  well  as  the 
University’s  campus  in  Salzburg,  Austria. 
Traverso  began  her  international  experi- 
ence as  a Peace  Corps  volunteer  in 
Morocco  in  the  early  1980s. 

Traverso  and  husband  Kent  Taylor 
have  two  children,  daughter  Linden 
Taylor,  1 0,  and  son  Kent  Taylor,  8.

New  Student  Organization  Makes  Its  Mark 


Elizabethtown  College’s  newly  formed 
chapter  of  Colleges  Against  Cancer 
raised  almost  $32,000  for  the  fight  against 
cancer  in  its  first  Relay  for  Life  event, 
which  was  held  on  campus  in  March  2007. 
In  recognition  of  this  and  its  other  efforts 
during  the  academic  year,  Colleges 
Against  Cancer  was  named  one  of  three 
Outstanding  Student  Groups  for  the 
2006-2007  academic  year  at  the  College’s 
29th  Annual  Awards  Ceremony. 

During  Relay  for  Life,  22  teams  com- 
prised of  students,  faculty,  staff  and  friends 
of  the  College  continuously  walked  12 
hours  from  8 p.m.  on  Friday,  March  30 
until  8 a.m.  on  Saturday,  March  31.  As 
they  walked,  the  teams  were  entertained 
by  several  on-campus  groups — including 
a cappella  groups  Melica  and  Vocalign, 
comedy  troupe  Mad  Cow,  the  Colors 
United  Step  Team,  the  Emotion  dance 
ensemble,  the  improvisational  group 
Camerata,  student  hands,  the  College 
gospel  choir,  and  the  Elizabethtown  cheer- 
leaders. Off-campus  musicians  Matt  Duke 
and  Jillian  Grassley  also  performed.  The 
event  involved  a total  of  350  people  from 
the  College  and  the  local  community. 

For  Beth  Ann  Patti — Colleges 
Against  Cancer  president  and  rising 
junior  allied  health  and  physical  therapy 
major — the  success  of  the  organization’s 
efforts  this  year  is  particularly  gratifying. 
“Cancer  is  a disease  that  touches  every- 
one,” she  says,  explaining  her  commit- 
ment to  Colleges  Against  Cancer. 

“We  were  very  pleased  with  the  turnout 
for  this  event,  which  is  impressive 
considering  that  this  is  the  first  year  that 
our  group  has  been  on  campus  and  the 
first  time  we  have  held  this  event.”

Colleges  Against  Cancer  found  considerable 
success  in  supporting  the  search  for  a cure.

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An  Internationalist  at  Heart

During  their  March  2007  experience,  students  and  faculty  members — including  Professor 
Wayne  Selcher  (shown  back  row,  fourth  from  left)  — hiked  the  Andes  Mountains  and  enjoyed 
the  beauty  of  the  range,  which  is  one  of  the  longest  and  highest  in  the  world. 


For  almost  four  decades,  College 
Professor  of  International  Studies 
Wayne  Selcher  has  invited  the  world  into 
his  classroom  at  Elizabethtown  College. 
Almost  10  years  ago,  he  also  became 
one  of  the  College’s  early  pioneers  of 
short-term  study-abroad  experiences, 
seeing  these  trips  as  an  opportunity  for 
introducing  his  students  to  the  world.  On 
the  eve  of  his  retirement  in  spring  2007, 
Selcher  led  seven  students  to  Ecuador, 
along  with  Associate  Professor  of 
Communications  Tamara  Gillis  and 
Assistant  Professor  of  Modem  Languages 
Charla  Lorenzen,  on  the  eighth  trip  of 
his  38-year  career  at  Elizabethtown. 

Calling  the  study  of  Latin  America 
his  “life  passion,”  Selcher  first  became 
interested  in  international  studies  during 
the  October  1962  Cuban  Missile  Crisis. 
“Today’s  students  have  never  experienced 
anything  like  it,”  he  says  of  the  event, 
which  was  the  closest  the  world  had  ever 
come  to  nuclear  war. 

The  international  crisis  made 
Selcher  reevaluate  the  world.  He  began 
to  think  about  war  and  peace,  and  how 
an  understanding  of  other  cultures  can 
improve  a person’s  perception  of  the 


world.  His  interest  in  Latin  America 
inspired  his  first  of  more  than  40  visits  to 
the  region.  Through  these  trips,  Selcher 
has  gained  an  understanding  of  the  issues 
that  plague  developing  countries  and  of 
the  part  these  countries  will  play  in  the 
world’s  future. 

Selcher  believes  that  learning  about 
Latin  American  countries  and  other 
developing  nations  helps  today’s  students 
understand  the  world  that  they  eventually 
will  lead.  When  Selcher  began  teaching 
at  Elizabethtown  in  1969,  there  was  no 
international  studies  program.  “When 
I first  started  here,  it  was  hard  to  get 
in-depth  news  from  other  countries,” 
Selcher  reflects.  It  wasn’t  until  the  90s 
that  international  studies  and  studying 
abroad  really  flourished  at  U.S.  colleges. 

Throughout  his  career,  Selcher  has 
made  it  his  personal  goal  to  help  further 
the  development  of  international  studies 
at  Elizabethtown.  Since  1998,  he  annually 
has  taken  a group  of  students  to  Latin 
America.  These  trips  have  included  six 
short-term  study-abroad  experiences  to 
Ecuador  and  two  to  Costa  Rica.  For  these 
experiences,  his  unofficial  motto  is  “It’s 
not  just  books,  get  to  know  the  people.” 


In  keeping  with  this  motto,  Selcher 
immerses  the  students  in  the  culture, 
placing  them  with  host  families 
and  arranging  presentations  from 
local  residents. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  experiences, 
students  have  a better  understanding 
of  the  challenges  that  our  international 
neighbors  face  daily  and  a better  appreci- 
ation of  all  they  have  in  the  United 
States.  Marisa  Wirfel  ’09 — who  partici- 
pated in  Selcher’s  2007  Ecuador  trip — 
says,  “My  host  family  told  me  about 
problems  that  they  have  with  corrupt 
government  officials  who  do  not  do 
anything  to  help  the  Ecuadorian  people. 

I feel  very  lucky  to  be  where  I am,  as 
many  people  in  the  world  do  not  have 
the  things  I do.” 

Selcher  hopes  that  these  experiences 
have  encouraged  his  students  to  find  their 
own  way  to  make  a difference  as  global 
citizens.  “Who  I am  as  a person  matches 
what  I do  for  a living,”  Selcher  reflects 
on  his  career.  “I  wish  for  all  students  to 
find  what  fits  their  values  and  makes 
them  happy.”  Selcher  believes  that  it  is 
essential  for  today’s  students,  regardless 
of  their  career  path,  to  have  an  under- 
standing of  other  cultures  and  compassion 
for  all  citizens  of  the  globe.

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— Goldwater  Scholar  Takes  on  Viruses

In  January  2007,  Angela  Mitchell 

completed  the  complicated  application 
process  for  a Barry  M.  Goldwater  Scholar- 
ship. In  March,  her  hard  work  paid  off 
when  she  was  notified  that  she  was  one  of 
only  317  college  sophomore  and  juniors 
across  the  nation  to  receive  the  award. 

The  Goldwater  Scholars  were  selected 
on  the  basis  of  academic  merit  from  a field 
of  1,110  mathematics,  science  and  engi- 
neering students  who  were  nominated  by 
the  faculties  of  colleges  and  universities 
nationwide.  The  one-  and  two-year  schol- 
arships will  cover  the  cost  of  tuition,  fees, 
books,  and  room  and  board  up  to  a maxi- 
mum of  $7,500  per  year. 

Goldwater  Scholars  have  impressive 
academic  qualifications,  and  Mitchell 
certainly  fits  the  bill.  The  rising  senior  is 
president  of  the  Chemistry  Club,  tutor  for 
and  committee  chair  of  speaker/prizes  for 
the  regional  convention  of  Beta  Beta  Beta 
( the  national  honor  society  for  college  and 
university  students  in  the  biological 


sciences)  and  a member  of  the  Community 
Chorus.  She  is  also  a recipient  of  the 
Elizabethtown  College  Scholar  Award, 
the  Thomas  C.  Conover  Memorial 
Scholarship,  the  Chemical  Rubber 
Company  Freshman  Chemistry  Award, 
the  American  Chemical  Society  Student 
Affiliate  Award  and  an  Elizabethtown 
College  Presidential  Scholarship. 

With  numerous  accolades  to  her 
name,  Mitchell  views  graduate  school  as 
her  vital  next  step.  “I  was  really  excited 
to  receive  the  scholarship,”  Mitchell  says. 
“Obviously,  the  financial  aspect  is  great, 
hut  the  award  is  also  really  nice  as  far  as 
getting  into  graduate  school.” 

With  a strong  background  in  science, 
Mitchell  came  to  Elizabethtown  College 
planning  to  double  major  in  biochemistry 
and  biotechnology.  “I’ve  always  liked 
science  and,  up  to  a point  in  high  school,  I 
wasn’t  sure  whether  I would  pursue  biology 
or  chemistry,”  she  says.  Once  she  was  at 
college,  her  path  in  science  grew  more 


specific.  She  realized  she  wanted  to  focus 
on  “life-oriented”  science,  and  she  decided 
to  concentrate  solely  on  biotechnology. 

While  she  has  taken  many  of  the 
same  courses  she  would  have  as  a biochem- 
istry major,  Mitchell’s  biotechnology  studies 
enabled  her  to  learn  the  skills  and  research 
techniques  that  will  put  her  ahead  of  her 
peers  in  graduate  school. 

An  ambitious  student,  Mitchell 
always  knew  she  would  pursue  higher 
education.  “In  science,  the  degree  you 
have  really  defines  where  you  can  go,”  she 
explains.  With  an  affinity  for  the  hands-on 
aspect  of  laboratory  work,  Mitchell  wants 
the  degree  that  will  allow  her  to  determine 
her  own  path  of  research.  With  a bachelor’s 
degree,  she  could  serve  as  a lab  technician, 
and  with  a master’s  degree,  she  could 
supervise  a lab.  But  with  a doctorate,  she 
will  direct  the  research,  which,  if  all  goes 
according  to  plan,  will  include  virology. 

“I  find  viruses  very  interesting, 
because  they  are  very  simple  systems  that 
manage  to  accomplish  a lot,”  Mitchell 
says.  Researching  how  viruses  interact  with 
their  hosts,  which  they  must  do  in  order 
to  reproduce,  has  a practical  application, 
Mitchell  says.  Her  hope,  fulfilling  her 
interest  in  life-oriented  science,  is  to  do 
the  research  that  will  allow  other  scientists 
to  find  cures.  While  she  does  that,  she’d 
also  like  to  teach  at  a university. 

Mitchell  already  has  begun  her 
graduate  school  search,  but  she  hasn’t  yet 
determined  a specific  university  where  she 
would  like  to  study.  The  Coming,  N.Y., 
native  hopes  to  stay  on  the  East  Coast  for 
the  long  process  of  graduate  school.  While 
she  intends  to  study  virology,  she  explains 
that  very  few  schools  have  programs  solely 
in  that  discipline.  Most  virology  programs 
fall  under  the  category  of  microbiology 
and  immunology. 

While  Mitchell  has  specific  plans  for 
her  future,  she’s  open  to  where  the  final 
results  will  take  her.  She  embraces  the  idea 
of  being  a professor  of  virology  at  a bigger 
university,  but  she  knows  that  she’d  be 
happy  teaching  a broader  science  discipline 
at  a smaller  school.  “It  all  depends  on 
where  you  end  up,”  she  says.

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Student  Scholarship  Thrives

In  the  2007  Society  for  Collegiate  Journalists  national  competition,  Elizabethtown  College's 
chapter  was  named  Chapter  of  the  Year. 


Student  scholarship  continued  to 
thrive  at  Elizabethtown  during  the 
2006-2007  academic  year.  In  addition 
to  the  scholarly  work  in  which  our 
students  routinely  engage  during  the 
normal  course  of  their  studies,  a number 
of  individual  students  and  student  organi- 
zations  presented  their  work  and  received 
recognition  from  various  professional  and 
academic  organizations.  From  individual 
awards  to  group  honors,  the  acknowledg- 
ment of  our  students  shows  that  scholar- 
ship is  alive  and  well  at  the  College. 

Several  students  presented  papers  at 
conferences  and  won  awards  based  on  the 
quality  of  their  research,  which  often  was 
completed  in  partnership  with  their  faculty 
mentors.  For  example,  Kelly  Jones  ’07  was 
awarded  the  Psi  Chi  Award  for  her  project 
titled  “Perceived  Commitment  Levels 
and  Coping  Strategies  in  Adolescent 
and  Emerging  Adulthood  Romantic 
Relationships,”  which  she  presented  at 
the  78th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Eastern 
Psychological  Association.  Elizabeth 
Kammann  ’08  was  the  recipient  of  the 
Forrest  L.  Weller  Award  in  Sociology  for 
her  paper  titled  “The  Not  so  Desperate 
Housewife:  The  Effect  of  Women’s 
Employment  on  Infidelity.”  Additionally, 
Kevin  Hahn  ’07  was  one  of  four  national 
recipients  of  the  RiSE-UP  Research 
Award  for  “Potential  Benefits  of  Face-to- 
Face  Groups  in  Same-Sex  Sexuality 
Exploration,”  which  he  presented  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association 
for  Psychological  Science.  These  projects 
are  just  a sampling  of  awards  earned  by 
Elizabethtown’s  students. 

Students  also  were  recognized 
for  their  contributions  to  leadership, 
journalism,  residence  life,  service,  and 
other  aspects  of  collegiate  life  and 
academic  quality.  Among  the  award- 
winners  was  Katharine  Grapes  ’07, 
who  received  the  American  Sociological 
Association  Departmental  Prize  for 
her  exceptional  contribution  to  the 
Department  of  Sociology  and 
Anthropology.  In  addition,  Daniel 
Mallinson  was  one  of  six  winners  of 
a Pennsylvania-wide  essay  contest 
sponsored  by  the  James  A.  Finnegan 


Fellowship  Foundation.  As  a Finnegan 
Fellow,  Mallinson  received  a scholarship 
and  participated  in  a full-time,  paid 
internship  in  Pennsylvania  state  govern- 
ment this  summer. 

Campus  organizations  also  were 
commended  for  their  hard  work.  For 
example,  the  members  of  SIFE  (Students 
in  Free  Enterprise)  earned  first  place  in 
a regional  competition  and  tied  for  13  th 
at  a May  2007  national  competition. 

The  Etownian  student  newspaper  won 
first  place  with  special  merit  from  the 
American  Scholastic  Press  Association, 
an  award  bestowed  upon  a publication 
that  serves  as  an  outstanding  example  of 
a newspaper  in  terms  of  format,  content 
and  presentation.  The  College’s  Phi  Beta 
Lambda  chapter  was  a finalist  for  the 
Gold  Seal  Award  of  Merit  at  the  2007 
Pennsylvania  Phi  Beta  Lambda 


Leadership  Conference,  and  several 
members  were  individually  recognized 
for  their  work.  The  Elizabethtown 
chapter  of  Circle  K received  six  awards  at 
the  2007  Pennsylvania  District  Circle  K 
Convention  in  recognition  of  their 
service  projects  throughout  the  past  year. 
Additionally,  the  Elizabethtown  chapter 
of  the  Society  for  Collegiate  Journalists, 
pictured  above,  was  named  Chapter  of 
the  Year  in  the  Society’s  national  compe- 
tition. Several  students  in  the  chapter 
also  received  individual  awards.

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Traversing  the  Road  Never  Traveled 


In  April  2007,  about  20  alumni  gathered  to  celebrate  Michael  Sevareid's  contributions  to 
Elizabethtown's  theatre  program.  As  a result  of  an  effort  led  by  Ken  Jacob  '93  (shown  front 
row,  kneeling),  the  Professor  Michael  Sevareid  Scholarship  has  been  created  to  recognize  the 
long-time  professor. 


In  fall  1990,  Associate  Professor  of 
Theatre  Michael  Sevareid  began  a 
pioneering  journey  to  build  Elizabeth- 
town's theatre  program.  Although  the 
task  was  challenging,  Sevareid  always 
aspired  to  excellence. 

Along  the  way,  he  touched  the 
lives  of  many  students,  including  Ken 
Jacob  '93.  For  Jacob,  the  memories  of 
his  mentor  are  strong  even  today.  “Mike’s 
relationships  somehow  transcended  the 
normal  professor-student  relationship,” 
Jacob  recalls.  “He  connected  with 
students  and  provided  them  with  a 
positive  experience.” 

In  this  year  of  Sevareid’s  retirement, 
Ken  and  wife  Michelle  Principe  Jacob  '93 
led  an  effort  to  create  a scholarship  in 
the  professor’s  name.  Their  hope  is  to 
perpetuate  Sevareid’s  legacy  hy  awarding 
a scholarship  annually  to  a theatre  major 
who  demonstrates  financial  need.  Thus 
far,  response  has  been  strong,  with  more 
than  $42,000  in  gifts  and  pledges  raised. 

Michael  Sevareid  arrived  at  Elizabeth- 
town after  a 20-year  career  in  movies  and 
television.  Having  experienced  success  as  a 
writer,  producer  and  executive,  he  chose 
in  the  late  1980s  to  begin  teaching.  Soon, 
he  was  recmited  to  teach  screenwriting 
and  other  courses  in  Elizabethtown’s 
Communications  Department,  with  one- 
quarter  of  his  time  dedicated  to  theatre. 


Handicapped  with  a shoestring 
budget  and  a less-than-desirable  theatre, 
Sevareid  staged  “Story  Theatre” — which 
featured  a collection  of  Grimms’  fairy 
tales — during  his  second  semester.  “The 
set  was  ridiculous.  The  costumes  were 
made  by  Barb  Ellis,  who  worked  in  the 
Library.  Her  husband  Gene,  an  adjunct 
in  Communications,  helped  put  up  some 
lighting,”  Sevareid  recalls.  “Despite  it 
all,  everyone  had  an  absolute  ball.  It 
got  people  excited  about  theatre 
at  Elizabethtown.” 

The  excitement  translated  into 
Sevareid  being  asked  to  assume  responsi- 
bility for  the  theatre  program  while 
continuing  to  teach  in  Communications. 
He  conditioned  his  acceptance  on  the 
College’s  promise  to  hire  a full-time 
technical  director.  In  fall  1991 — together 
with  new  Technical  Director  Jim  Hunter 
— Sevareid  staged  “Oh!  What  a Lovely 


War,”  a powerful  anti-war  statement. 

“This  piece  set  this  College  on  its  ear,” 
says  Sevareid.  “People  were  just  electrified.” 

“Story  Theatre”  and  “Oh!  What  a 
Lovely  War”  were  the  first  of  more  than 
20  productions  that  Sevareid  directed 
at  the  College.  In  addition,  some  of 
Sevareid’s  students — Jacob,  Karl  Scott  ’97 
and  Tim  Finlan  ’92 — introduced  Student 
One  Acts,  which  is  a festival  of  student- 
directed  and  -acted  plays.  “We  have  done 
a lot  of  ambitious  things,”  says  Sevareid, 
reflecting  proudly  on  this  body  of  work. 
“While  I want  the  plays  to  be  entertaining, 
I hope  they’ve  also  had  something  impor- 
tant to  say.” 

The  stage  was  not  the  only  arena  of 
Sevareid’s  high  ambitions,  as  he  worked 
to  improve  the  division’s  facilities  and 
academic  program. 

In  1993,  the  College  funded 
Sevareid’s  project  to  create  the  Black  Box 
Theatre.  Since  the  first  renovation,  the 
professor  has  overseen  other  improvements, 
including  the  tripling  of  the  theatre’s 
lighting  capacity,  the  installation  of  new 
sound  equipment,  and  the  construction 
of  dressing  rooms. 

Academically,  Sevareid  introduced 
Elizabethtown  to  the  American  College 
Theatre  Festival  and  revitalized  the 
theatre  honorary,  Alpha  Psi  Omega. 

In  1993,  he  developed  a theatre  minor, 
which  was  approved  hy  the  Board.  During 
the  2001-2002  academic  year,  the  Board 
approved  a theatre  major  developed  by 
Sevareid  and  former  faculty  member 
Shari  Taylor. 

With  his  journey  now  concluding, 
Sevareid  is  pleased  with  the  outcome. 
“There  have  been  an  awful  lot  of 
wonderful  memories,”  says  Sevareid.  “I 
have  loved  what  I’ve  done  here  and  have 
grown  enormously  as  a result  of  working 
with  my  students.”

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Inaugural  Ware  Lecturer  Calls  for  Grassroots  Peace 


visionaries — former  U.S.  first  lady 
Eleanor  Roosevelt,  who  chaired  The 
Commission  on  Human  Rights  that 
developed  the  Universal  Declaration — 
Robinson  affirmed  the  need  for  a grass- 
roots effort.  “Where  after  all  do  universal 
human  rights  begin?  In  small  places  close 
to  home,”  Robinson  quoted,  recalling 
Roosevelt’s  words.  “So  close  and  so  small 
that  they  cannot  be  seen  on  any  maps 
of  the  world,  yet  they  are  the  world  of  the 
individual  person.  Without  concerted 
citizen  action  to  uphold  them  close  to 
home,  we  shall  look  in  vain  for  progress 
in  the  larger  world.” 

The  Ware  Lecture  on  Peacemaking 
is  part  of  the  Ware  Colloquium  on 
Peacemaking  and  Global  Citizenship, 
which  is  creating  a distinctive  educational 
experience  for  Elizabethtown’s  students 
and  for  its  neighboring  communities  by 
marrying  the  College’s  pivotal  mission 
areas  of  international  education  and 
purposeful  life  work  with  its  Brethren 
heritage  commitment  to  peace,  non- 
violence and  human  dignity.  The 
colloquium — which  is  delivered  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Center  for  Global 
Citizenship — is  made  possible  through 
the  generous  sponsorship  of  Judy  S.  ’68 
and  Paul  W.  Ware. 


On  the  occasion  of  Elizabethtown 
College’s  inaugural  Ware  Lecture 
on  Peacemaking,  Mary  Robinson  charged 
a standing-room-only  audience  with 
launching  a grassroots  effort  for  peace. 

As  the  first  woman  president  of 
Ireland  and  former  United  Nations 
High  Commissioner  for  Human  Rights, 
Robinson  has  been  on  the  front  lines 
of  the  fight  for  peace  and  human  rights 
throughout  the  world.  Now,  on  the  eve 
of  the  60th  anniversary  of  the  United 
Nations’  adoption  of  the  Universal 
Declaration  of  Human  Rights,  she 
exhorted  her  audience  to  build  peace 
from  the  “bottom  up.” 

Elected  in  December  1990, 
Robinson  began  her  presidency  at  the 
beginning  of  the  peace  process  in  Ireland. 
Unlike  the  U.S.  presidency,  her  new 
position  did  not  have  executive  powers. 
Robinson — who  previously  had  been  an 
active  human  rights  lawyer — was  eager 
to  find  opportunities  to  get  involved  in 
the  peace  process,  even  if  they  were  not 
at  the  negotiating  table. 

She  found  her  connection  through 
those  who  practiced  peace  in  their  every- 
day lives.  “[The  way  to  connect],  in  fact, 
was  to  recognize  what  was  being  done 
at  [the]  grassroots  level,  done  by  very 
ordinary  people  . . . Catholics  and 
Protestants  in  their  housing  [develop- 
ments],” Robinson  remembered. 


“Whatever  brought  them  together  . . . 
it  didn’t  really  matter  so  much  what  [it] 
was.  The  point  was  that  there  would  be 
some  contact.” 

These  connections  were  the  footings 
on  which  peace  was  built.  In  Robinson’s 
experience,  the  motivation  for  these 
connections  is  the  common  desire  to 
preserve  human  rights.  “Human  rights  are 
at  the  heart  of  sustainable  peace,”  she 
said.  “And  lasting  peace  cannot  come  to 
pass  without  addressing  the  human  rights 
abuses  that  would  [destroy]  the  fabric 
of  a society.” 

Robinson  affirmed 
that  human  rights 
“don’t  belong  to  the 
governments,  they 
belong  to  people,” 
and  that,  according 
to  the  Universal 
Declaration,  each 
of  us  is  responsible 
for  upholding  them. 
“None  of  us  is  off 
the  hook,”  she  stated. 
“We  were  challenged 
by  the  visionaries 
of  the  Universal 
Declaration  to  keep 
these  ideas  in  mind.”

Elizabethtown  recently  celebrated  the 
contributions  of  1 1 retiring  faculty 
and  staff  members,  who  collectively 
served  the  College  for  almost  320  years. 

Looking  back  on  nearly  20  years  at 
Elizabethtown,  Terry  Blue — professor  and 
chair  of  the  Department  of  Education — 
fondly  remembers  the  colleagues  and 
students  who  added  richness  to  his  life 
and  work.  “I  enjoyed  meeting  with  my 
classes  and  forcing  my  sense  of  humor 
and  parody  writing  on  most  of  them.  I 
treated  students  with  respect  and  maturity, 
and  I always  had  the  favor  returned,”  he 
recalls.  “Virtually  all  of  my  classes  were 
invited  to  my  home  and  spent  time  there 
with  my  wife  and  me.  They  seemed  to 


enjoy  that,  and  I know  that  we  did  as 
well.”  In  his  first  years  of  retirement, 

Blue  will  continue  teaching  at  Penn  State 
Harrisburg.  Eventually,  he  looks  forward 
to  traveling  and  enjoying  daily  life  with 
his  wife  after  her  retirement.  He  also 
plans  to  pursue  his  goal  of  playing  the 
top  100  public  golf  courses  in  North 
America.  “I  have  counted  off  almost  half 
of  the  current  list,  but  it  keeps  changing,” 
he  says.  “I  hope  never  to  be  done.” 

James  Dively  has  taught  in  the 
Department  of  Biology  since  1973. 

During  his  tenure  at  Elizabethtown, 

Dively  served  a decade  as  department 
chair  and  advised  the  College’s  pre- 
medicine  majors  and  the  Medicus  student 


organization.  Looking  forward  to 
retirement,  he  hopes  to  spend  more 
time  enjoying  his  family  and  pursuing  his 
favorite  hobbies  of  traveling  and  photog- 
raphy. “You  realize  it’s  time,”  he  says 
about  retirement.  For  Dively,  working 
with  students — both  as  an  advisor  and  as 
their  instructor — is  “what  makes  the  job” 
and  certainly  will  be  what  he  misses  most 
about  Elizabethtown. 

A graduate  of  the  Class  of  1966, 
James  Hilton  has  served  Elizabethtown 
College  for  almost  four  decades  in  various 
capacities — including  Alumni  Relations, 
College  Life,  the  Social  Judicial  System, 
Residence  Life,  Career  Services  and 
International  Programs.  Reflecting  on 
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his  career  at  Elizabethtown,  Hilton  says, 

“I  feel  very  blessed  to  have  had  all  those 
opportunities  in  the  same  environment.” 
From  these  many  vantage  points,  he  has 
enjoyed  watching  students  grow  and 
seeing  the  expansion  of  the  College’s 
residence  options.  Hilton  plans  to  be  busy 
in  retirement,  consulting  with  a four-year 
college  in  Maryland  as  it  transitions  to 
a residential  institution,  fishing,  and 
enjoying  his  home  in  the  mountains. 

Since  1972,  Doris  McBeth  has  served 
the  College  in  a variety  of  positions,  most 
recently  as  the  administrative  assistant 
to  the  dean  of  faculty.  McBeth’s  fondest 
memories  of  Elizabethtown  are  of  her  time 
as  advisor  of  the  Circle  K Club,  which 
focuses  on  developing  leadership  qualities 
in  its  members  and  helping  children 
worldwide.  In  retirement,  she  would  like 
to  travel  and  spend  time  with  her  family, 
as  well  as  stay  actively  involved  in  volun- 
teer work  through  the  local  Kiwanis  Club. 

Wayne  Selcher’s  career  at  Elizabeth- 
town began  in  1969  when  he  joined  the 
Department  of  Political  Science.

An  alumna  of 
the  Class  of  1967,  Warfel  returned  to 
Elizabethtown  in  1978  to  work  in  the 
College’s  library.  Currently,  she  is  head 
of  technical  services.  Into  retirement, 
Warfel  will  take  many  fond  memories  of 
Elizabethtown,  including  early  remem- 
brances of  classes  with  her  favorite 
instructor,  Professor  of  English  Emeritus 


Carl  Campbell.  More  recently,  she  laugh- 
ingly remembers  the  trauma  that  accom- 
panied another  retirement  at  the  College 
— that  of  the  library’s  card  catalogue. 
“Believe  it  or  not,  we  kept  thousands  of 
those  old  cards,  the  backs  of  which  still 
come  in  handy  for  grocery  lists,”  she  says. 
Warfel  also  retains  joyful  memories  of 
birthday  parties  and  the  library’s  poetry 
readings.  Her  plans  for  retirement  include 
a trip  to  China  and  spending  more 
time  with  her  family.  Of  her  time  at 
Elizabethtown,  Warfel  will  most  miss 
her  colleagues  and  “buying  books  with 
the  College’s  money.”

"A  South  Divided:  Portraits  of  Dissent  in  the  Confederacy" 

by  David  Downing,  Ralph  W.  Schlosser  Professor  of  English 

When  the  Civil  War  began,  there  were  outpourings  of  patriotic  fervor  in  the  North  and  the  South.  Both  sides, 
however,  soon  discovered  that  not  all  of  their  citizens  were  in  agreement,  and  they  would  have  to  deal  with 
dissidents  throughout  the  war.  “A  South  Divided”  is  an  account  of  Southern  dissidents  in  the  Civil  War, 
at  times  labeled  as  traitors,  Tories,  deserters  or  “Lincoln’s  loyalists.”  David  Downing  presents  a panoramic 
overview,  showcasing  individuals  who  embodied  different  strands  of  what  has  been  called  the  “other  South.” 
What  emerges  is  a complex  pattern  of  Southern  dissent  that  involved  every  state  of  the  Confederacy  and 
every  year  of  the  war.  All  of  these  people  and  groups  had  their  part  to  play  in  this  epic  American  drama.

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Student-Athletes  Teach  Children 
about  Priorities  and  Goals 

In  celebration  of  the  20th  annual  National  Student-Athlete 
Day,  Elizabethtown’s  Student-Athlete  Advisory  Committee 
(SAAC)  discussed  the  importance  of  goal-  and  priority-setting 
with  students  at  local  elementary  schools.  The  National  Student- 
Athlete  Day  program  is  one  of  various  service  projects  that  the 
organization  sponsors  throughout  the  year. 

The  SAAC  is  a forum  through  which  student-athletes  can 
voice  concerns  about  and  suggest  improvements  for  the  College’s 
athletic  programs.  The  organization — which  is  mandated  by 
the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  (NCAA)  — is  com- 
prised of  representatives  of  each  of  Elizabethtown’s  varsity  athletic 
teams.  In  addition  to  its  primary  purpose,  the  SAAC  also  pursues 
various  service  projects  throughout  the  year,  such  as  coordinating 
campus  clean-up  activities  and  sending  care  packages  to  U.S. 
service  men  in  Iraq. 

According  to  Robert  Schlosser — associate  director  of  athletics, 
men’s  basketball  head  coach  and  SAAC  advisor — the  National 
Student-Athlete  Day  program  is  a natural  extension  of  SAAC’s 
mission  and  increases  the  children’s  awareness  of  the  importance 
of  making  good  choices  about  how  they  spend  their  time.  “In 
Division  III  schools  like  Elizabethtown,  all  of  our  athletes  are 

students  first.  Their 
priority  has  got  to  be 
academics,”  explains 
Schlosser.  “The 
majority  of  these 
elementary  students 
who  go  on  to  later 
participate  in  athletics 
at  the  collegiate  level 
are  going  to  do  so  at 
schools  just  like  ours. 
Through  programs 
like  [the  National 
Student- Athlete  Day 
presentations],  we 
help  these  students 
understand  the  bal- 
ancing act  that  our  athletes  have  to  manage  each  and  every  day.” 

A future  secondary  social  studies  teacher,  Amanda  Reid  ’08 — 
who  plays  basketball  and  lacrosse  at  Elizabethtown — enjoyed  the 
experience  at  the  elementary  schools  and  hopes  that  the  students 
understood  that  it’s  possible  to  do  well  in  their  academics  and  still 
participate  in  co-curricular  activities.  “If  you  really  work  hard  at 
everything  you  do,  you  will  be  successful,”  says  Reid.  “My  partici- 
pation in  sports  definitely  keeps  me  busy,  but  I really  love  it  and 
appreciate  the  mental  health  check  that  it  gives  me.”

Men's  Basketball 

Elizabethtown  finished  the  2006-2007  season  9-15  overall  and 
4-10  in  the  Commonwealth  Conference.  Luke  Ledyard  ’07  was 
named  once  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  Collegiate  Athletic 
Corporation  (MASCAC)  Weekly  Honor  Roll.  During  the 
season,  Ledyard  and  Kris  Kieres  ’07  were  named  to  the  Catholic 
University  of  America  Classic  AlLToumament  Team,  and  Kieres 
and  Brian  Goodwin  ’07  were  named  to  the  Elizabethtown  Days 
Inn  East  Blue  Jay  Classic  All-Tournament  Team.

Four  program  records  fell  during  the  2006-2007  season,  as  Miller 
set  a new  1000  yard  freestyle  mark  in  10:25.64,  a new  100  yard 
backstroke  record  in  52.52  seconds  and  a new  200  yard  back- 
stroke  record  in  1:53.78.  Elizabethtown’s  200  yard  medley  relay 
team  also  set  a program  record  at  the  MAC  Championships  with 
a time  of  1:38.45. 


Women's  Basketball 

Elizabethtown  finished  13-11  overall  and  5-9  in  the  Common- 
wealth Conference  in  2006-2007.  En  route,  the  Blue  Jays 
became  the  first  NCAA  Division  III  women’s  basketball  program 
to  reach  the  900  all-time  victory  plateau,  achieving  the  feat  in  a 
76-56  home  win  over  Trinity  College  (Conn.).  Erin  Walton  ’08 
was  named  to  the  All-Commonwealth  Conference  First  Team 
and  to  the  D3hoops.com  All-Mid- Atlantic  Region  Second  Team 
after  totaling  501  points,  the  most  in  a season  by  an  Elizabeth- 
town player  since  1994-1995.  She  also  had  the  best  single-game 
performance  from  the  free  throw  line  in  all  of  Division  III  for 
the  year  in  a 16-for-16  effort  on  November  28,  and  she  became 
the  program’s  22nd  1,000  career  point-scorer.  During  the  season, 
Audrey  Hitz  ’08  was  named  once  a conference  Player  of  the 
Week  and  once  a MASCAC  Weekly  Honor  Roll  member,  while 
Walton  was  named  once  the  Player  of  the  Week. 


Women's  Swimming 

Elizabethtown  posted  a 4 - 10  record  in  dual  meets  and  placed 
sixth  out  of  1 1 teams  at  the  MAC  Championships.  At  the 
Championships,  the  Blue  Jays  racked  up  eight 
medals,  including  three  silver  and  five  bronze. 
Individually,  Gretchen  Geiger  ’08  took  home  silver 
medals  in  the  100  yard  breaststroke  and  200  yard 
breaststroke,  Lindsay  Riley  TO  earned  a bronze 
medal  in  the  50  yard  freestyle,  and  Keeley 
Trumbo  ’07  picked  up  a bronze  medal  in  the  100 
yard  butterfly.  Also  earning  a silver  medal  was  the 
200  yard  medley  relay  team  of  Jenny  Brizek  ’09, 
Gretchen  Geiger,  Trumbo  and  Riley.  The  relay 
team  of  Trumbo,  Kara  Geiger  TO,  Brizek  and  Riley 
took  home  bronze  medals  in  the  200  yard  freestyle 
relay  and  the  400  yard  freestyle  relay,  and  the  400 
yard  medley  relay  team  of  Brizek,  Gretchen  Geiger, 
Trumbo  and  Kara  Geiger  also  earned  bronze  medals.

Men's  Swimming 

Elizabethtown  went  4-9  in  dual  meets  and  finished  fifth 
out  of  10  teams  at  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  (MAC) 
Championships.  Christopher  Miller  ’09  won  the  David  B. 
Eavenson  Award  as  the  most  outstanding  swimmer  at  the  MAC 
Championships,  winning  titles  in  the  500  yard  freestyle,  100  yard 
backstroke  and  200  yard  backstroke  and  provisionally  qualifying 
for  the  NCAA  Division  III  Championship  in  the  100  yard  and 


Elizabethtown  won  the  MAC  Indoor  Champion- 
ship title  for  the  fifth  year  in  a row  in  2007,  and  the 
Blue  Jays  finished  13th  in  the  nation  at  the  NCAA 
Division  III  Indoor  Championships.  Kevin  Clark  ’08  became 
Elizabethtown’s  first  NCAA  Division  III  individual  national 
champion  since  1982  when  he  won  the  pole  vault  competition 
at  the  Indoor  Championships  with  a program-record  clearance 
of  17’  1-1/2".  Also  at  the  NCAA  Championships,  he  and  Drew 
Graybeal  ’08  placed  fifth  in  the  800m  run  and  earned  All- 
America  status,  while  Patrick  Donovan  ’07  finished  10th  in  the 
nation  in  the  mile  run.  Clark  was  named  U.S.  Track  & Field  and 
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Cross  Country  Coaches’  Association  Indoor  Field  Athlete 
of  the  Year  for  the  Mideast  Region.  At  the  MAC  Indoor 
Championships,  Jason  Kamery  ’10  won  the  Rookie  of  the  Year 
award,  while  head  coach  Chris  Straub  was  named  Coach  of  the 
Year.  Winning  individual  MAC  titles  were  Grayheal  in  the  400m 
and  the  800m;  Donovan  in  the  mile;  Clark  in  the  pole  vault; 
Kamery,  Phil  Alder  ’08,  Kyle  Grimm  ’10  and  Grayheal  in  the 
4x400m  relay;  and  Ryan  St.  Clair  ’08,  Grimm,  Alder  and  David 
Cohen  ’07  in  the  distance  medley  relay.  Picking  up  silver  medals 
were  Jason  Theobald  ’07  in  the  5000m,  D.J.  Lehr  ’08  in  the  pole 
vault,  and  the  4x200m  relay  team  of  Mike  Mauger  TO,  Jason 
Mastroianni  ’09,  Kamery  and  Graybeal.  Earning  bronze  medals 
were  Donovan  in  the  800m  and  Brandon  Bear  ’09  in  the  mile. 
During  the  season,  program  records  set  include  Clark’s  national 
championship  height  in  the  pole  vault  and  a 37'  11-1/2"  weight 
throw  distance  by  Bryan  Marison  ’08  at  the  East  Stroudsburg 
Dick  DeShriver  Invitational. 

Women's  Indoor  Track  & Field 

Elizabethtown  finished  third  out  of  10  teams  at  the  2007 
MAC  Indoor  Championships.  Winning  individual  MAC  titles 
were  Tiffany  Kulp  ’09  in  the  800m  and  Erin  Fisher  ’08  in  the 
5000m.  Fisher  also  earned  a silver  medal  in  the  mile,  as  did  Jenna 
Riley  ’08  in  the  triple  jump.  Chelsea  Miles  ’09  earned  a bronze 
medal  in  the  triple  jump.  The  Blue  Jays’  4x200m  relay  team  of 
Lindsey  Oliver  TO,  Christie  Stapleton  TO,  Lori  Havrilak  ’07 
and  Miles  earned  a silver  medal,  as  did  the  4x800m  relay  team  of 
Tara  Fagan  ’07,  Meghan  Ryder  ’08,  Fisher  and  Kulp.  Also  picking 
up  a silver  medal  was  the  distance  medley  relay  team  of  Fagan, 
Sarah  Merusi  TO,  Ryder  and  Kulp.  In  the  4x400m  relay,  the 
team  of  Stapleton,  Megan  VanDenHengel  TO,  Miles  and  Merusi 
earned  a bronze  medal.  During  the  season,  Miles  broke  a pair 
of  Elizabethtown  indoor  records,  setting  a long  jump  record  of 
16’  7"  at  the  Bucknell  Gulden  Relays  and  a triple  jump  record 
of  35'  10-3/4"  at  the  Virginia  Tech  Last  Chance  Meet.

Wrestling 

A young  Elizabethtown  team  had  a breakout  season  in 
2006-2007,  posting  its  best  dual  match  record  (6-5)  since 
1999-2000.  The  Blue  Jays  also  competed  in  the  NCAA 
Midwest  Regionals,  placing 
10th  out  of  15  teams. 

Three  Elizabethtown  wrestlers 
were  placewinners  at  the 
competition,  including  fourth- 
finishing Bud  Croswell  TO 
at  149  pounds,  fourth-placing 
Brett  Epps  at  174  pounds,  and 
fifth-finishing  Mike  Daub 
at  heavyweight.

Baseball 

In  2007,  Elizabethtown  won  the  Commonwealth  Conference 
championship  and  competed  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  tourna- 
ment for  the  second  year  in  a row.  The  Blue  Jays  posted  a 23- 18 
overall  record  and  went  13-8  during  the  conference  regular 
season.  Also  reaching  an  important  milestone,  the  team  became 
the  College’s  first  to  accumulate  1,000  all-time  victories.  Pitcher

Tyler  Hoffman  ’07  and  catcher  Jared  Auman  ’08  were  named  to 
the  American  Baseball  Coaches’  Association  All-Mid-Atlantic 
Region  Third  Team.

Golf 

Elizabethtown  placed  seventh  at  the  2007  Commonwealth 
Conference  Championships  at  Shawnee-on-Delaware.  At  the 
championships,  the  Blue  Jays’  top  golfer  was  Bob  Pyrz  ’07,  who 
placed  16th.  During  the  2006-2007  campaign,  Pyrz  broke  the 
Elizabethtown  single-round  scoring  record  with  a tally  of  69 
and  averaged  75.9  per  round  for  the  year. 

Men's  Lacrosse 

Elizabethtown  posted  a program-best  overall  record  of  10-5 
in  2007.  The  Blue  Jays  went  7-3  in  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Conference  (MAC),  advanced  to  the  semifinals  of  the  MAC 
playoffs  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  and  earned  the  right 
to  host  a MAC  semifinal  game  for  the  first  time.  Midfielder 
Frankie  Puzzangara  ’07  became  the  Blue  Jays’  first  All-American, 
earning  U.S.  Intercollegiate  Lacrosse  Association  All-America 
Honorable  Mention  Team  honors,  and  he  was  MAC  Player  of

Elizabethtown  had  its  best  season  ever  in  2007.  The  team  went 
13-4  overall  and  10-0  during  the  MAC  regular  season,  reached 
the  semifinals  of  the  MAC  playoffs,  and  hosted  a MAC  playoff 
game  for  the  first  time.  A record  total  of  six  Blue  Jays  were  named 
to  All-MAC  teams,  with  attacker  Katie  Foley  ’09,  defender  Dana 
Simmons  ’09  and  goaltender  Jenn  Hawkins  ’09  earning  places  on 
the  All-MAC  First  Team.  Attacker  Megan  Byrnes  TO,  midfielder 
Katie  Caprinolo  TO  and  midfielder  Stephanie  Kreis  TO  were 
named  to  the  All-MAC  Second  Team.  Additionally,  sophomore 
Foley  was  named  MAC  Player  of  the  Year,  while  Caprinolo  was 
named  MAC  Rookie  of  the  Year,  and  head  coach  Mike  Faith 
was  named  MAC  Coach  of  the  Year.  Foley  also  was  named  to 
the  Intercollegiate  Women’s  Lacrosse  Coaches’  Association  All 
Metro-Region  First  Team,  making  her  the  first  Elizabethtown 
player  to  receive  the  honor.  During  the  season,  Foley  set 
Elizabethtown  single  season  records  in  goals  (69)  and  points  (94). 

Softball 

Elizabethtown  returned  to  the  Commonwealth  Conference  play- 
offs for  the  first  time  since  2003  and  posted  a 16-17  overall 
record  in  2007.  During  the  conference  regular  season,  the  Blue 
Jays  went  8-6.  Pitcher  Alex  Lee  ’08  and  center  fielder  Kelli 
Thon  ’07  were  named  to  the  All-Commonwealth  Conference 
First  Team,  and  head  coach  Kathy  Staib  was  named  conference 
Coach  of  the  Year.  Thon  also  was  named  to  the  National 
Fastpitch  Coaches’  Association  All-East  Region  Second  Team, 
making  her  the  third  Blue  Jay  to  achieve  all-region  recognition 
in  consecutive  years.  During  the  season,  Thon  set  a new

sophomore  and  six  first- 
year  students — posted  a 
9-12  record  in  dual  matches  and  a 4-2  mark  in  conference 
regular-season  matches.  Maarten  Albers  ’10  was  named  to  the 
All-Commonwealth  Conference  First  Team,  while  Ryan  Knarr  TO 
and  Brok  Walker  TO  were  named  to  the  All-Commonwealth 
Conference  Second  Team.  Additionally,  Walker  and  Andrew 
Voshell  ’08  finished  as  runners-up  at  number  three  and  number 
four  singles,  respectively,  at  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  Collegiate 
Athletic  Corporation  Individual  Championships. 

Women's  Tennis 

Elizabethtown  wrapped  up  its  2006-2007  campaign  with  a 17-3 
overall  record,  the  highest  single-year  win  total  in  the  program’s 
history.  Heather  Lander  ’07  wrapped  up  her  collegiate  career 
with  program  records  in  career  singles  wins  (68),  career  doubles 
wins  (63)  and  combined  career  wins  (131),  and  her  20  doubles 
wins  in  2006-2007  tied  her  single-year  record  set  in  2005-2006.

In  celebration  of  student-athletic  achievement,  Erin  Fisher  ’08  and  A.J.  Fleisher  ’07  were  recognized  with  the  first  Blue  Jay 
Athletic  Association  Distinguished  Student- Athlete  Awards. 

According  to  Director  of  Athletics  Nancy  Latimore,  the  awards  will  he  given  annually  to  the  student-athletes  who  most 
demonstrate  the  ideals  of  citizenship  and  sportsmanship  and  personify  Elizabethtown’s  Educate  for  Service  motto.  “The 
Distinguished  Student- Athlete  Awards  were  created  to  recognize  student-athletes  who  have  distinguished  themselves  in  the 
areas  of  academic  excellence,  athletic  achievement,  service  and  leadership,”  explains  Latimore.  In  addition  to  Fisher  and 
Fleisher,  five  other  exceptional  students  were  nominated  this  year  for  the  award,  including  Kelly  Downs  ’08,  volleyball;  Audrey 
Hitz  ’08,  basketball;  Heather  Lander  ’07,  tennis;  Amanda  Reid  ’08,  basketball  and  lacrosse;  and  Ryan  White  ’07,  baseball. 

As  a biology  and  mathematics  dual  major,  Erin  Fisher  manages  a difficult  academic  load  during  the  year.  Despite  her 
challenging  course  of  studies,  Fisher  also  participates  in  athletics  all  year  round  as  a member  of  the  cross  country  and  indoor 
and  outdoor  track  and  field  teams.  “Athletics  is  a big  part  of  my  college  experience,”  says  Fisher.  “I  enjoy  long-distance  running, 
particularly  cross  country  with  the  whole  team  aspect  of  the  sport  and  knowing  that  you’re  working  together  toward  a goal.” 
Fisher  was  the  first  conference  champion  in  the  history  of  the  women’s  cross  country  program  and  was  named  2006  Middle 
Atlantic  Conference  (MAC)  Women’s  Cross  Country  Runner  of  the  Year.  She  also  was  named  to  the  ESPN  The  Magazine 
Academic  All-District  2 College  Division  First  Team  and  the  publication’s  Academic  All- America  College  Division  Third 
Team  for  cross  country  and  track  and  field  for  the  2006-2007  academic  year. 

A.J.  Fleisher  was  starting  goalie  and  2006  co-captain  for  the  men’s  soccer  team.  Looking  forward  to  beginning  his  graduate 
studies  in  physical  chemistry  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  next  year,  Fleisher  hopes  to  continue  his  involvement  in  athletics 
throughout  his  life,  maybe  following  the  path  of  his  coach  and  mentor,  Arthur  “Skip”  Roderick  ’74.  “At  some  point,  I’d  like  to 
coach,”  says  Fleisher.  “The  passion  that  Coach  Roderick  has  for  the  program  has  rubbed  off  on  me.  I am  very  appreciative  of  all 
that  he  has  taught  me.”  In  2006,  Fleisher  was  named  Commonwealth  Conference  Tournament  Most  Valuable  Player.  Of  his  final 
season  at  Elizabethtown,  he  most  fondly  remembers  giving  Roderick  his  400th  career-win  in  the  game  against  Messiah  College.

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Coaching  Icon  Returns  Home 


On  the  occasion  of  the  2007  Blue  Jay  Athletics  Alumni  Reunion,  basketball  coaching  icon  Bill  Foster  ’54  returned  to  his  alma 
mater  to  receive  the  College’s  first  Distinguished  Alumni  Award  and  offer  the  keynote  address. 

Foster  is  widely  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  outstanding  on-the-floor  coaches  and  basketball  organizers  in  the  history  of 
National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  (NCAA)  basketball.  He  was  the  first  coach  to  lead  four  different  Division  I schools  — 
Rutgers,  Utah,  Duke  and  South  Carolina — to  20-win  seasons.  In  1978,  he  was  named  national  Coach  of  the  Year  after  leading 
Duke  to  a 27-7  record,  the  NCAA  Final  Four,  and  the  national  championship  game  against  Kentucky.  Foster  has  been  named 
to  several  sports  halls  of  fame;  has  served  as  a college  basketball  analyst  for  CBS,  ESPN  and  others;  and  has  coached  a number 
of  all-star  teams. 

For  the  past  1 2 years,  Foster  has  worked  in  athletics  administration  as  a consultant  with  the  Western  Athletic  Conference  and 
the  Big  12  Conference,  and  as  associate  commissioner  of  the  Southwest  Conference.  Currently,  he  is  president  of  BF  Sports,  doing 
consulting  and  speaking.  Foster  also  sits  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Naismith  Memorial  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame,  an  organiza- 
tion of  which  he  was  chief  executive  officer  from  1996  to  1998.  Additionally,  he  has  authored  four  books. 

Foster  fondly  remembers  his  time  as  a student  at  the  College.  “I  had  a terrific  opportunity  at  Elizabethtown,  and  I was  very 
fortunate  to  have  good,  solid  people  around  me,”  he  recalls.  “My  degree  in  business  education  gave  me  a wonderful  background 
for  coaching.”  Foster’s  educational  background  prepared  him  to  be  an  innovator  in  the  business  of  basketball. 

Reflecting  on  the  value  of  a good  coach,  Foster  says,  “A  coach  tries  to  get  the  best  out  of  each  person — not  only  from  an 
athletic  standpoint,  but  he  also  must  encourage  academic  achievement  and  the  development  of  life  skills.  It  takes  good  players 
to  make  good  coaches.  And  I’ve  had  a lot  of  good  players  over  the  years — some  40  players  who  have  played  overseas  and  14  who 

played  in  the  NBA.” 

Foster  enjoyed  his  recent  return  to  his  alma  mater.  “I  can’t  emphasize 
enough  how  pleased  we  were  with  the  appearance  of  the  College,  the 
current  student  body,  and  the  accomplishments  of  the  athletic  program,” 
he  notes.  “It  was  really  nice  catching  up  with  everyone  at  the  reunion. 

I’m  hopeful  that  we  can  return  again  next  year.”

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Coach  Joe  Whitmore:  A Life's  Purpose  Fulfilled 

Now  and  then,  a person  finds  a job  that’s  a perfect  fit.  The  daily  grind  isn’t  such  a grind,  and  every  day  brings  new  opportunities 
to  grow  as  an  individual  and  help  others  to  do  the  same.  For  Coach  Joe  Whitmore,  this  was  the  case  when  he  accepted  a 
position  at  Elizabethtown  College.  Through  his  service  to  our  students,  Whitmore  found  his  own  life’s  purpose  fulfilled. 

For  45  years,  Whitmore  has  been  making  a difference  in  the  lives  of  students — as  a teacher,  coach,  athletic  trainer  and  friend. 
Most  of  those  years — 30  as  a full-time  staff  member  and  nine  as  adjunct  faculty — have  been  at  the  College.  When  asked  why  he 
chose  to  coach,  Whitmore  reflects  on  the  joy  of  the  experience.  “For  me,  it’s  an  opportunity  to  enter  another  person’s  life  for  a brief 
time,”  he  says.  “In  athletic  games,  you  really  get  to  know  people.  The  barriers  come  down,  and  it’s  just  a marvelous  way  to  share.” 

Whitmore  appropriately  takes  great  pride  in  the  statistics  of  his  18  years  as  Elizabethtown’s  junior  varsity  and  assistant  varsity 
soccer  coach.  During  that  time,  his  J.V.  players — who  were  recruited  by  Head  Coach  Owen  Wright — won  142  games,  lost  only 
30,  and  tied  15.  They  scored  588  goals,  while  their  opponents  scored  only  181,  and  the  varsity  made  post-season  play  every  year. 
“We’ve  had  very  talented  athletes  from  the  beginning,”  he  remembers.  “A1  Hershey  ’64  was  the  first  head  coach  1 had  the  privilege 
to  work  with,  followed  by  Owen  Wright,  and  then  Skip  Roderick  74,  who  has  worked  hard  for  24  years  to  make  our  program  one 
of  the  best  in  the  country.  They  attracted  the  skilled  players.” 

Although  he  enjoyed  the  experience  of  working  with  the  very  talented,  Whitmore’s  enthusiasm  for  teaching  was  not  dependent 
on  the  individual’s  aptitude,  but  rather  on  his  or  her  enthusiasm  for  learning  and  trying.  “If  there  is  a way  that  1 can  help  someone 
reach  their  goals,  then  it’s  fun,”  he  says.  In  addition  to  athletes,  Whitmore  also  has  taught  students  with  special  physical  problems, 
headed  the  intramural  program  that  involved  players  of  varying  abilities,  and  taught  a variety  of  physical  education  classes,  most 
recently  Racquetball  and  Physical  Fitness  and  Wellness. 

For  30  years,  he  also  was  the  College’s  athletic  trainer.  With  the  good  times  in  this  role  also  came  some  sad,  as  he  helped 
athletes  cope  with  and  recover  from  injuries  (about  400  a year).  During  the  difficult  times,  he  found  it  helpful  to  rely  on  a source 
of  strength  that  far  exceeded  his  own.  “My  faith  is  one  of  the  most  important  things  in  my  life.  It’s  my  source  of  strength  and 
joy,”  he  explains.  “In  all  areas  of  the  job,  you  have  opportunities  to  use  your  faith  and  not  talk  about  it.  To  simply  let  it  affect 
what’s  happening.” 

Always  gracious,  Whitmore  shares  the  credit  for  his  success  with  the  many  who  have  helped  him.  Of  course,  his  thoughts 
first  turn  to  his  wife  Lois,  who  has  been  “unbelievable”  as  his  scorekeeper,  as  the  processor  of  his  paperwork,  and  as  the  anchor 
that  keeps  him  grounded.  He  also  is  grateful  to  the  physicians  who  assisted  him,  trainers  from  other  colleges,  the  town  emergency 
squad,  our  Campus  Security,  and  his  many  “dedicated,  caring,  and  intelligent”  student  trainers.  “Without  my  student  trainers,  I 
would  have  been  in  trouble;  they  worked  very  hard,”  says  Whitmore.  “'Many  thanks  to  Owen  Wright  for  suggesting  I apply  to 
become  a Blue  Jay!”

Promising  insight  and  providing  warning,  Edmund  Burke’s  prophetic 
Statement  has  compelled  individuals  throughout  history  to  look 
for  understanding  by  studying  the  past.  While  often  reserved  for  areas 
of  foreign  policy,  economics  or  even  the  humanities,  this  philosophy 
also  has  relevance  for  the  physical  sciences.  Or  so  believes  Jeffrey 
Kiehl  ’74,  senior  scientist  in  the  Climate  Change  Research  Section 
of  the  National  Center  for  Atmospheric  Research  in  Boulder,  Colo. 

Through  his  body  of  work  that  has  spanned  almost  three  decades, 
Kiehl  has  sought  to  further  our  understanding  of  atmospheric  science. 
In  recent  years,  he  and  colleagues  have  developed  a computer  model 
for  predicting  the  effect  of  increasing  carbon  dioxide  levels  in  the 
Earth’s  atmosphere.  This  climatic  crystal  ball — which  they  have  tested 
and  honed  using  data  from  Earth’s  long-ago  climates- — provides  a 
compelling  scientific  picture  of  the  impact  our  society  is  having  on 
the  Earth’s  environment. 
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55  million  years  ago  and  the  Permian-Triassic  period  of  250 
million  years  ago  when  carbon  dioxide  levels  were  10  times 
current  levels.  During  these  periods,  volcanic  emissions  caused 
the  increased  carbon  dioxide  levels  in  the  atmosphere. 

Kiehl  and  his  colleagues — through  various  techniques— 
have  been  able  to  reconstruct  the  Earth’s  temperatures  for 
specific  time  periods  in  Earth’s  geologic  past.  Using  this 
knowledge  to  extrapolate  our  future  climate,  climate  modelers 
estimate  that  increasing  levels  of  carbon  dioxide  will  result 
in  a warming  of  three  or  four  degrees  centigrade  by  the  end  of 
this  century.  This  will  he  the  highest  temperatures  have  been  on 
Earth  for  the  past  30  to  40  million  years. 

Also  of  significance  is  the  much  quicker  rate  at  which 
this  warming  is  occurring,  as  compared  to  the  past.  “The  rate 
at  which  our  current  warming  is  occurring  is  unprecedented  in 
the  Earth’s  history,”  Kiehl  says.  “It  doesn’t  give  species  on  this 
planet  much  time  to  adapt  to  the  changes.” 

History's  Lessons  about  the  Effect 
of  Climate  Change 

According  to  Kiehl,  history  can  provide  us  with  valuable 
understanding  of  what  our  future  may  hold  if  our  temperatures 
continue  to  trend  higher. 

The  largest  extinction  of  life  in  Earth’s  history  occurred 
during  the  Permian-Triassic  period.  “Roughly  95  percent 
of  the  life  in  the  Earth’s  oceans  died  off  and  about  70  percent 
of  life  on  land  also  died,”  Kiehl  relates.  Scientists  have  proposed 
several  possible  causes  for  this  extinction,  one  of  them  being 
a significant  warming  resulting  from  increased  levels  of 
carbon  dioxide. 


Through  various  techniques,  Kiehl  and 
colleagues  have  been  able  to  reconstruct 
the  Earth's  temperatures  for  specific 
time  periods  in  Earth's  geological  past. 


However,  creating  this  window  into  our  future  is  not 
enough  to  satisfy  Kiehl’s  curiosity.  As  the  science  related 
to  climate  change  becomes  even  more  conclusive,  this 
alumnus  also  seeks  to  understand  why  many  around  the 
world  choose  to  ignore  the  overwhelming  evidence  and  to 
learn  how  the  scientific  community  might  change  attitudes 
about  the  environment. 

Looking  Back  to  Look  Forward 

A physics  major  at  Elizabethtown,  Jeffrey  Kiehl  always  has  had 
a fascination  with  the  past.  In  a college  schedule  packed  with 
required  courses  for  his  science  degree,  Kiehl  also  found  time 
to  take  several  of  Elizabethtown’s  history  courses — enough  in 
fact  to  almost  qualify  him  for  a second  degree  in  the  subject. 
“It’s  very  important  to  know  your  past  so  that  you  have  an  idea 
of  where  you  are  going  in  the  future,”  he  says,  explaining  his 
keen  interest  in  the  field. 

Today,  Kiehl’s  appreciation  for  the  lessons  locked  in 
Earth’s  history  continues  to  influence  his  work  as  he  looks  for 
insights  about  our  future  climate  by  studying  periods  in  our 
history  when  increased  levels  of  greenhouse  gases  caused 
temperatures  on  the  planet  to  rise. 

“We  know  from  geologic  and  chemical  records  of  Earth’s 
history  that  past  climates  also  experienced  warm  periods  and 
that  these  warm  periods  were  associated  with  elevated  green- 
house gas  concentrations  in  the  Earth’s  atmosphere,”  Kiehl 
explains.  “Essentially,  any  computer  models  that  we  hope  to 
use  to  predict  future  climates  in  times  of  high  greenhouse  gas 
levels  also  should  reasonably  simulate  the  climate  of  Earth’s 
past  during  similar  conditions.  If  you  can  reproduce  Earth’s 
past  climate  using  a particular  model,  then  it  really  builds 
confidence  that  you  can  take  that  same  model  and  apply  it 
to  Earth’s  future  climate  and  get  accurate  results.” 

In  particular,  Kiehl  has  studied  two  historical  time  periods 
of  higher  carbon  dioxide  levels — one  that  occurred  about 
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Kiehl  notes  that  significantly  wanning  ocean  temperatures 
can  impact  circulation  and  prevent  oxygen  from  being  drawn 
into  deeper  levels.  “The  geologic  records  of  the  period  indicate 
that  oceans  had  very  little  oxygen  in  them,”  he  says.  “Without 
oxygen,  life  died  off.” 

During  this  period,  Kiehl  and  his  colleagues  also  postulate 
that  increased  carbon  dioxide — through  a complex  chemical 
reaction — resulted  in  the  collapse  of  ozone  levels  in  the 
atmosphere.  “Because  of  this  collapse,  a burst  of  ultraviolet 
(UV)  radiation  could  reach  the  Earth’s  surface.”  Kiehl  says. 
The  increased  UV  radiation  could  have  resulted  in  the  large- 
scale  extinction  of  life  on  land. 


While  the  Permian-Triassic  period  seems  to  offer  a worst- 
case  scenario  of  increasing  carbon  dioxide  levels,  the  period 
of  our  history  occurring  55  million  years  ago  more  closely 
simulates  where  we  expect  to  be  at  the  end  of  this  century. 

Kiehl  notes  that  there  also  was  a negative  impact  on 
life  during  this  period.  “This  wasn’t  a global  event,  but  there 
were  parts  of  the  north  Atlantic  in  particular  where  organisms 
deep  in  the  ocean  died  off.  And,  again,  this  is  linked  to 
increases  in  greenhouse  gases  like  carbon  dioxide  and 
methane,”  explains  Kiehl. 

Promoting  Societal  Understanding, 
Acceptance  of  Climate  Change 


More  than  200  members 
of  Elizabethtown’s 
Class  of  2007  pledged 
to  consider  the  “social 
and  environmental 
consequences”  of  their 
future  professions  and 
to  try  to  improve  those 
aspects  of  any  organizations 
for  which  they  work. 

This  effort  was  part  of  the  Graduation  Pledge 
campaign  in  which  100  colleges  and  universities 
participated  nationwide. 

According  to  Steve  Masters  ’07,  co-coordinator 
of  Elizabethtown’s  effort,  the  pledge  is  an  important  first 
step  for  graduates  as  they  start  the  next  phase  of  their 
life.  “Regardless  of  what  career  a graduate  chooses,  the 
Graduation  Pledge  reminds  them  of  social  and  environ- 
mental issues  and  encourages  them  to  take  action  in  the 
workplace,”  he  says.  “It  is  small  actions  in  everyday  life 
that  will  have  a significant  impact  on  our  future.”  Masters 
recently  accepted  a full-time  position  as  national  coordi- 
nator of  the  Graduation  Pledge  Alliance  and  will  work 
through  the  organization  to  increase  participation  in  the 
Graduation  Pledge  effort. 

The  Graduation  Pledge  was  supported  by  the  Class 
of  2007  Student  Senate,  College  President  Theodore 
Long  and  the  Center  for  Global  Citizenship. 


Today,  the  identity  of  climate’s  enemy  is  not  in  question.  “We 
are  the  agent  of  the  release  of  carbon  dioxide  into  the  atmos- 
phere. We  know  that — it’s  definitive,”  Kiehl  says.  “We  measure

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the  amount  of  carbon  dioxide  constantly  in  the  atmosphere. 

It  goes  up  at  the  rate  that  we  are  emitting  carbon  dioxide  from 
industrial  activity.” 

In  order  to  change  our  future,  we  must  change  our  own 
behavior.  So,  in  the  face  of  mounting  scientific  evidence,  why 
do  we  choose  not  to  change?  According  to  Kiehi,  our  resist- 
ance could  be  the  result  of  very  normal  human  reactions — our 
tendency  to  focus  on  the  short-term,  the  normal  psychological 
response  of  denying  or  ignoring  a problem  of  this  magnitude, 
and  maybe  a case  of  “out  of  sight,  out  of  mind”  about  a prob- 
lem with  an  impact  that  is  not  clearly  visible.  He  also  suggests 
that  some  of  the  challenge  could  rest  in  how  the  scientific 
community  communicates  the  climate  change  problem. 

In  August  2006,  Kiehi  and  others  through  the  National 
Center  for  Atmospheric  Research  held  a workshop  at  the 
Aspen  Global  Change  Institute.  Funded  by  the  National 
Science  Foundation  and  NASA,  the  workshop  brought 
together  people  of  various  sectors  of  society  to  look  at  their 
values  in  relationship  to  the  environment. 


Of  all  that  was  discussed  at  the  session,  Kiehi  found  most 
interesting  the  gap  in  how  science  is  communicated  and  the 
methods  of  communications  that  society  finds  compelling. 
“The  key  findings  were  the  power  of  personal  narrative.  If 
you  can  find  a story  that  you  can  convey  on  a personal  level, 
you  are  going  to  connect  in  a far  more  effective  way  than  a 
scientist  would  connect  just  by  presenting  bar  charts,  line 
graphs  and  statistics,”  says  Kiehi.  “In  the  future,  we’ve  got  to 
integrate  and  interweave  the  personal  narrative  into  this  issue 
more  than  it  has  been  in  the  past,  which  will  help  us  connect 
the  message  to  the  public  more  effectively.” 

Taking  the  Next  Step: 

Looking  for  a Solution 

Within  the  next  year,  the  National  Center  for  Atmospheric 
Research  will  take  the  next  step  in  its  work  on  climate  change 
as  Kiehi  leads  an  effort  to  organize  a national  conference  to 
look  for  a solution  to  the  problem. 
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A Snapshot  of  Earth's  Long-Ago  Climates 

Jeffrey  Kiehi  74 — senior  scientist  at  the  National  Center  for  Atmospheric  Research  in  Boulder,  Colo. — 
hopes  to  help  us  better  understand  our  future  using  data  from  Earth’s  past. 

Kiehi  and  colleagues  have  developed  a computer  model  for  predicting  the  effect  of  increasing  carbon 
dioxide  levels  in  the  Earth’s  atmosphere.  To  test  and  hone  the  model,  the  team  used  data  from  two  historical 
time  periods  of  higher  carbon  dioxide  levels — one  that  occurred  about  55  million  years  ago  and  the  Permian- 
Triassic  period  of  250  million  years  ago  when  carbon  dioxide  levels  were  10  times  current  levels. 

Coupling  the  model  they  developed  with  paleogeographic  data,  the  team  simulated  for  the  first  time 
high  surface  air  temperatures  that  resulted  from  elevated  atmospheric  carbon  dioxide  levels  and  other  envi- 
ronmental conditions  of  the  periods.  The  figures  to  the  right  show  simulated  near-surface  temperatures  of 
Earth  during  the  late  Permian 

time  period  (about  251  million  Surface  Air  Temperature  (°C)  jja 

years  ago).  The  top  panel  shows 
summer  temperatures,  while  the 
bottom  panel  shows  winter 
temperatures.  (Temperatures  are 
shown  in  degrees  centigrade.) 

The  smaller  side  graphs  show 
the  computer  model’s  calculation 
of  how  the  temperatures  during 
the  Permian  period  vary  from  those 
today.  In  the  highest  southern 
latitude,  surface  air  temperatures 
are  10  to  40  degrees  warmer  than 
today’s  conditions.  In  the  Northern 
Hemisphere,  the  winter  land  tem- 
peratures are  10  to  20  degrees 
warmer  than  today.  This  data  is 
consistent  with  paleoclimatic  data 
from  the  period. 
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“The  science  is  very  solid,  and  we  have  a pretty  good 
idea  of  the  changes  that  are  going  to  occur  in  the  future. 

We  now  need  to  focus  on  finding  solutions  for  the  problem,” 
Kiehl  says.  “The  corporate  world  solves  problems  every  day. 
They  also  have  a tremendous  stake  in  the  changes  that 
are  going  to  occur  in  the  future.  This  forum  will  bring  these 
corporate  executives  together  to  discuss  how  we  solve 
the  problem.” 

While  Kiehl  realizes  the  difficulties  inherent  in  these 
next  steps,  he’s  committed  to  taking  them. 

“The  more  I look  at  projections  of  where  the  Earth  is 
heading,  the  more  concerned  I become  that  this  is  really 
serious.  These  changes  are  going  to  be  the  largest  changes 


the  Earth  has  seen  in  millions  of  years.  And  it’s  happening 
at  a rate  that  is  unprecedented,”  Kiehl  reflects.  “You  begin  to 
wonder  about  the  implications — not  so  much  for  our  genera- 
tion,  but  more  importantly  for  our  children  and  their  children. 

“It’s  going  to  be  a real  challenge,  but  I’m  looking  forward 
to  bringing  people  together  to  find  a solution,”  he  says.  “I  really 
have  a strong  conviction  that  this  is  not  only  a scientific  prob- 
lem, but  that  it  is  also  a problem  of  great  social  relevance. 

We  need  to  find  what  we  need  to  change — our  beliefs  or  our 
thought  pattern  and  our  behaviors- — to  have  an  effect  on  what 
we  are  doing  to  the  planet.” 


The  Parable  of  the  Lorax 


At  the  close  of  Dr.  Seuss’  controversial  parable  about  the  industrialization  of  society,  the  Lorax  leaves  the  single  word 
1 A “unless"  in  a small  pile  of  rocks  as  he  departs  the  polluted  remains  of  what  used  to  be  his  home.  After  many  days  of 
worry,  the  Lorax’s  nemesis  realizes  the  meaning  of  the  single  word  and  says,  “Unless  someone  like  you  cares  a whole  awful  lot, 
nothing  is  going  to  get  better.  It’s  not.” 

For  students  in  Assistant  Professor  of  Sociology  Michele  Lee  Kozimor-King’s  Population  and  Global  Issues  class,  this 
concept  from  a children’s  book  becomes  a semester-long  exploration  of  how  individual  members  of  society  can  have  a small 
but  powerful  impact  on  reducing  the  effect  of  our  most  challenging  global  issues.  This  class — which  is  a core  course  in  the 
Sociology  major  and  part  of  the  Women  and  Gender  Studies  (WGS)  minor — not  only  is  taken  by  students  in  those  disci- 
plines, but  also  appeals  to  a broad  spectrum  of  others. 

During  the  course,  students  develop  an  understanding  of  their  personal  contribution  to  the  world’s  environmental  chal- 
lenges by  calculating  their  ecological  footprint,  which  is  an  estimation  of  the  amount  of  land  necessary  to  sustain  their 
lifestyle.  Not  surprisingly,  according  to  Kozimor-King,  the  typical  U.S.  lifestyle  uses  significantly  more  than  our  fair  share  of 
resources.  “If  we  were  to  equally  distribute  the  available  land  to  all  people  currently  on  the  globe,  each  of  us  would  be  allotted 
4-6  acres  to  provide  the  resources  to  sustain  us  and  the  space  necessary  to  absorb  our  wastes,”  explains  Kozimor-King.  “The 
average  American  has  an  ecological  footprint  of  24  acres,  which  means  that  we  are  not  only  overusing  resources,  but  that 
we  also  are  putting  too  many  contaminants  back  into  the  environment.” 

To  make  a difference,  students  are  taught  the  concept  of  simple  living,  which  is  a process  of  making  conscious  choices 
about  how  they  live  their  lives.  “Simple  living  can  be  adapted  to  anybody’s  lifestyle,  as  long  as  you  live  deliberately  and 
consciously,”  explains  Kozimor-King.  “You  no  longer  just  go  through  the  motions.  You  become  aware  of  the  choices  you  are 
making,  and  you  know  what  kind  of  impact  your  life  is  having.”  Students  then  are  asked  each  month  to  make  a choice  that 
reduces  their  ecological  footprint  and  to  calculate  the  effect  of  that  choice. 

For  first-year  English  and  French  double  major  Katie  Blackman,  the  course  resulted  in  a significant  change  in  her  world 
view  and  some  permanent  changes  in  her  lifestyle,  which  include  more  carpooling,  a stronger  focus  on  recycling,  and  a reduc- 
tion in  her  consumption  of  processed  foods  and  red  meat.  “This  class  makes  you  think  about  the  rest  of  the  world  and  not 
just  your  little  corner,”  says  Blackman.  “I’ve  realized  that  what  I do  can  have  a profound  impact  on  a patch  of  rain  forest 
somewhere  in  the  Amazon.  It’s  the  small  things  that  make  a difference.” 
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Service-Learning  Project  Goes  International 


Service  at  Elizabethtown  College  is  taking  an  international  step  as  the  Center  for  Global  Citizenship  and  the 

Department  of  Physics  and  Engineering  partner  to  explore  opportunities  for  constructing  a stand-alone,  solar  energy- 
powered  community  center  in  South  Africa.  In  March  2007,  the  team  located  a site  for  the  project  in  an  area  of  rural 
poverty  with  almost  no  electricity  and  now  is  adapting  the  center’s  design  to  local  building  styles  and  coordinating  with 
a variety  of  partners. 

This  initiative  is  the  third  phase  of  a project  to  construct  a solar-powered  building  originally  proposed  by  Assistant 
Professor  of  Physics  and  Engineering  Troy  McBride  and  launched  through  grants  from  the  College  and  several  corporate 
sponsors,  including  Cypress  Semiconductor,  Bosch  Rexroth  and  B&G  Lumber.  The  first  two  phases  of  the  project  involved 
Elizabethtown  engineering  students  in  the  design  and  construction  of  a prototype  cabin  on  the  College  campus,  which  is 
powered  by  an  array  of  solar  panels  and  will  include  a micro-scale  energy  storage  system.  With  the  cabin  complete  and 
research  ongoing,  McBride  and  Center  for  Global  Citizenship  Director  R.  William  Ayres  hope  to  use  it  as  a springboard 
for  the  larger  project  in  South  Africa  that  also  will  involve  Elizabethtown  students. 

When  asked  why  it  makes  sense  to  build  the  next  phase  of  this  project  overseas,  McBride  replied,  “This  project  is  ideal 
for  rural  areas  with  poor  or  no  electrification  . . . where  it’s  more  cost-effective  to  rely  on  solar  power  than  to  connect  the 
facility  to  the  nearby  power  grid.”  Seeking  underdeveloped  areas  that  benefit  from  large  amounts  of  sun,  the  College  looked 
to  South  Africa.  Supporting  the  team  is  Bruce  Alan  Johnson  Associates,  which  has  expertise  in  navigating  cultural,  govern- 
mental, legal  and  technical  challenges  that  face  development  projects  in  Africa. 

According  to  Ayres,  a March  2007  trip  to  visit  a rural  Zulu  village  proved  very  productive  in  identifying  an  ideal  site 
for  the  project.  “'This  particular  area — because  of  the  political  and  ethnic  dynamics  of  the  country — is  drastically  under- 
served by  the  government-run  power  monopoly,”  explains  Ayres.  Mentioning  that  the  project  team  received  a warm  recep- 
tion from  the  local  authorities  and  village  members,  Ayres  said  that  the  proposed  community  center  would  improve  the 
quality  of  life  in  the  village  by  providing  the  residents  with  services  that  they  don’t  currently  have,  including  the  electricity 
to  run  pumps  and  water  purification  systems,  to  provide  nighttime  lighting,  to  power  computers  with  Internet  access,  and 
to  charge  batteries  for  cellular  phones  and  home  applications.

Castagna’s  parents,  Carlos  and  Georgiana  Le tiler,  were  an  integral 
part  of  a massive  community  effort  to  bring  a majestic  space  for 
the  performing  arts  to  Elizabethtown’s  campus. 

In  the  1980s,  then-College  President  Mark  Ebersole  ’43 
approached  the  Lefflers  with  the  idea  of  building  a chapel  on 
campus.  With  their  Brethren  heritage  and  considerable  respect  for 
the  arts,  the  couple  heartily  endorsed  the  idea,  proposing  that  the 
space  also  serve  as  a center  for  the  performing  arts.  Ebersole ’s  sue- 
cessor,  former  President  Gerhard  Spiegler,  spearheaded  the  project. 

The  Lefflers  were  at  the  forefront  as  plans  for  the  Chapel  took 
shape.  “[My  parents]  wanted  a very  traditional  looking  building,” 
Castagna  recalls,  elaborating  that  the  first  design  presented 
to  them  was  contemporary  and,  in  both  her  opinion  and  her 
parents’,  didn’t  fit  in  with  the  College’s  traditional  architecture. 
Once  a design  was  in  place  and  the  project  underway,  the  building 
committee  brought  in  Anne  Williams,  a local  designer,  to  do  the 
interior  and  Peter  George,  a sound  architect  from  New  York  City, 
to  work  on  the  acoustics. 

According  to  Mary  Beth  Matteo — currently  director  of  the 
S.  Dale  High  Center  for  Family  Business  who  at  the  time  led  the 
College’s  fundraising  division — the  realization  of  the  Lefflers’ 
vision  was  a community  effort.  “People  from  everywhere  pulled 
together  to  make  it  happen,”  she  recollects.  Small  Brethren 
churches  made  contributions  to  purchase  the  pews,  and  major 
companies — such  as  Texaco  and  M&M  Mars — gave  substantial 
gifts.  Esther  Winters  of  Elizabethtown  donated  money  for  the 
prayer  room,  and  alumni  stepped  in  with  contributions  of  their 
own.  Additionally,  two  trustees  contributed  larger  gifts — Dorothy 
Lyet  H’95,  P’69  for  the  Lyet  Gallery  and  Dr.  Benjamin  Musser  ’42, 
H’86  for  the  Musser  Auditorium — and  The  McCormick  Family 
Foundation  donated  the  funds  for  the  McCormick  Gallery. 

Matteo  fondly  remembers  preparing  for  the  grand  opening 
of  Leffler  Chapel,  during  which  Bill  McGlaughlin  of  the  Saint 
Paul  Sunday  public  radio  show  directed  the  Philadelphia  Singers 
and  Concerto  Soloists  Chamber  Orchestra.  The  event — an 
impressive  introduction  for  a spectacular  new  cultural  center — 
was  not  without  a few  crises.  Matteo  recalls  borrowing  furniture 
at  the  last  minute  from  Richard  Good  ’60,  the  owner  of  Good’s 
Furniture.  Good  never  requested  its  return  and  the  furniture 
continues  to  be  used  at  Leffler  Chapel  today. 


Long  before  Leffler  Chapel  was  constructed,  Rider  Hall  housed  the 
only  chapel  on  campus.  Rider  was  razed  more  than  1 5 years  ago. 


Leffler  Chapel  and  Performance  Center  is  home  to  some  of  the 
College's  most  honored  ceremonies.  In  2006,  the  annual  Convocation 
ceremony — which  serves  as  the  ceremonial  opening  of  the  academic 
year — was  held  in  Leffler  Chapel. 

To  Matteo,  Leffler  Chapel  is  more  than  a beautiful  perform- 
ance space;  it  symbolizes  community  partnership  and  effort.  “It’s 
an  example  of  everything  good  about  the  College,”  she  says. 

During  construction,  Carlos  Leffler  fell  ill  with  cancer,  and 
he  passed  away  before  the  cultural  center  was  finished.  During 
Lefflers  illness,  his  family  was  on  the  periphery  of  the  project, 
with  Matteo  keeping  them  informed.  “It  was  a very  difficult  time 
for  us,”  says  Castagna.  She  knows,  though,  that  her  parents  were 
happy  with  the  final  design  and  plans. 

Castagna’s  earliest  memory  of  Leffler  Chapel  is  of  taking  her 
mother  to  see  it.  Castagna  explains  that  her  mother  moved  slowly 
and  couldn’t  be  rushed,  so  their  entrance  was  prolonged.  “We 
walked  slowly  into  the  auditorium,”  she  remembers.  “We  looked 
around,  looked  at  each  other,  and  just  burst  into  tears.”  Even 
today,  Castagna  still  can’t  attend  an  event  at  Leffler  without  a 
rush  of  emotion.  “I  always  think  of  my  parents  when  I’m  sitting 
there,”  she  says.  “I  like  that  [the  building]  honors  them.” 

An  Impressive  Venue  for  Cultural  Groups 

Reflecting  on  the  many  groups  that  perform  at  Leffler  Chapel, 
Castagna  praises  the  Gretna  Music  partnership  as  exemplifying 
her  parents’  vision. 

Gretna  Music  Executive  Director  Michael  Murray  explains 
the  partnership  as  “two  individual  needs  fulfilled  by  finding  each 
other.”  In  the  mid-90s,  Gretna  Music— which  for  years  had 
performed  a summer  season  at  the  Mt.  Gretna  Playhouse  in  Mt. 
Gretna,  Pa. — was  seeking  a permanent  winter  home  when  John 
Harrison,  former  chair  of  Elizabethtown’s  Department  of  Fine  and 
Performing  Arts,  contacted  the  organization  with  a proposal.  An 
agreement  was  struck,  and  Leffler  Chapel  became  a permanent 
home  for  Gretna  Music’s  administrative  offices  and  the  venue  for 
its  winter  performances. 

According  to  Murray,  the  partnership  works  to  the  mutual 
benefit  of  both  Gretna  Music  and  Elizabethtown.  It  brings 
recognition  to  the  College  for  hosting  a well-known  performance 
program,  and  it  allows  Gretna  to  have  a more  robust  staff  with  its 
permanent  office  residence  and  a remarkable  performance  space 
with  its  superior  sound  design  for  music. 

“Just  about  every  musician  who  performs  here  comments 
on  the  wonderful  acoustics,”  says  Murray.  “The  architecture,  the 
seating,  the  shape  of  the  room — it  makes  for  a beautiful  sound. 
Other  places  don’t  offer  the  same  acoustic  advantages.”

Murray  hopes  for  continued  growth  of  the  successful  partner- 
ship, suggesting  a possible  collaboration  with  academic  programs 
in  the  future.  “Music  as  an  art  form  touches  on  many  disciplines,” 
he  says.  “Literature,  theater,  even  into  the  sciences,  it’s  an  affinity.” 
Murray  recognizes  that  such  a collaborative  effort  will  take  time, 
but  he  is  excited  about  the  prospect. 

Elizabethtown  College’s  own  Department  of  Fine  and 
Performing  Arts  also  benefits  from  the  cultural  center  while 
helping  to  fulfill  the  performing  arts  mission  of  the  space.  The 
department  uses  Zug  Recital  Hall  for  smaller  events,  but  its  large 
concerts  often  bring  in  groups  of  500  or  more.  Leffler  Chapel — 
with  seating  approaching  900 — is  the  perfect  large  venue  for 
the  College’s  musicians.  The  Elizabethtown  Concert  Choir, 
Orchestra,  Symphonic  Band,  and  Jazz  Band  all  perform  there 
once  each  semester,  and  the  department  holds  a special  event  in 
the  space  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  every  semester. 

“Students  really  enjoy  performing  in  Leffler  Chapel,”  notes 
Fine  and  Performing  Arts  Department  Chair  E.  Douglas  Bomberger. 

Additionally,  the  Division  of  Fine  Arts  exhibits  the  work 
of  its  students,  faculty  and  guest  artists  in  the  gallery  space  in 
the  building.  Two  spaces — the  McCormick  Gallery  and  the  Lyet 
Gallery — supplement  the  Hess  Gallery  in  Zug  and  bring  another 
element  of  art  and  culture  to  Leffler  Chapel. 


Leffler  Chapel  serves  as  a beautiful  space  for  students  to  showcase 
their  talents.  At  this  year's  Baccalaureate  service,  graduating  seniors 
Carrie  Houtz  and  John  Barborek  sang  a duet. 


Bomberger  adds  that  the  sheer  beauty  of  Leffler  Chapel 
impacts  the  prospective  students  and  faculty  who  visit  the 
College.  “It  combines  functionality  with  aesthetic  beauty  in  a 
very  attractive  way,  and  I think  it  is  a real  jewel  of  our  campus,” 
Bomberger  says. 

Student  performers,  Gretna  Music  and  various  invited  guests 
aren’t  the  only  groups  that  make  use  of  Leffler  Chapel.  Outside 
organizations  often  book  the  space  for  summer  conferences  as 
well.  By  the  end  of  this  summer,  the  Chapel  will  have  supported, 
among  many  others,  a Young  Center  Amish  Conference,  the 
National  Junior  High  Church  of  the  Brethren  Conference, 

Junior  Achievement  of  South  Central  Pennsylvania,  the  Sound 
of  America  band,  a Hershey  Track  and  Field  awards  ceremony, 
and  two  summer  camps. 

“A  huge  attraction  for  these  groups  is  Leffler  Chapel,” 
says  Donna  Browning,  assistant  director  of  Special  Events  and 
Summer  Programs.  “It’s  such  a beautiful  building,  it’s  an  easy 
sell,  and  it’s  essential  for  enticing  new  groups  to  the  campus.” 
Browning  and  Barry  Fritz,  the  technical  director  of  Leffler  Chapel, 
also  will  have  their  hands  full  with  a wedding  in  the  fall.  “The 
people  getting  married  are  usually  alums,”  says  Browning.  “They

spent  the  best  years  of  their  lives  on  this  campus,  and  they  want 
to  come  back  and  get  married  here.” 

Castagna,  whose  own  daughter  and  son  both  got  married  in 
Leffler  Chapel,  reflects  fondly  on  her  parents  when  she  says  that 
they  would  be  glad  the  space  is  so  well-used.  “That’s  the  best  part 
about  the  Chapel  for  me,”  she  says. 

As  for  the  future,  Castagna  would  like  to  see  an  official 
cultural  series  take  shape.  While  she  is  delighted  that  the  Chapel 
is  so  fully  employed,  she  hopes  for  more  outside  events  to  take  the 
stage  and  help  bring  more  recognition  to  Elizabethtown  College. 
She  also  wants  to  focus  on  a lecture  series  about  issues  concerning 
women.  She  was  powerfully  struck  by  last  year’s  lecture  featuring 
Sarada  Sreedeviamma,  who  discussed  global  trafficking  of  women 
and  children. 

“That’s  the  kind  of  thing  I’d  like  to  see  come  to  the  Chapel,” 
Castagna  says,  hoping  to  use  the  Leffler  Chapel’s  prestige  and 
space  to  increase  dialogue  and  awareness  about  social  service 
issues  for  women  and  girls. 
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Four  Seasons,  Four 
Concertmasters,  and  One 
Concert  Choir

In  February  2007,  the  Elizabethtown  College  Concert  Choir  and 
the  Lancaster  Symphony  Orchestra  performed  at  Leffler  Chapel 
and  Performing  Arts  Center  in  a showcase  of  world-class  talent. 
The  performance,  which  was  sponsored  by  Patrick  and  Linda 
Leffler  Castagna  ’67,  exemplified  the  performing  arts  ideal  that 
Carlos  and  Georgiana  Leffler  imagined  for  Leffler  Chapel. 

Linda  Castagna  hopes  for  increasing  growth  in  these  types 
of  events.  “We  have  this  Chapel  with  the  best  acoustics  [in  the 
area],”  she  says.  “Gretna  Music  uses  this  space  and  so  do  the 
students,  and  that’s  wonderful.  Let’s  schedule  even  more  musical 
events  in  Leffler  Chapel.” 

Concert  Choir  Conductor  Matthew  Fritz  expresses 
appreciation  for  the  opportunity  to  share  audience  members 
with  the  Lancaster  Symphony.  “Any  time  you  bring  two  distinct 
performing  groups  together,  you  create  an  audience  that  each 
group  alone  would  probably  never  see,”  he  explains.  “The 
opportunity  to  perform  for  the  Lancaster  Symphony’s  audience 
was  special  for  the  Choir.” 

The  Concert  Choir  was  in  beautiful  form  as  they  performed 
three  selections,  including  the  “Gloria”  from  Dominick  Argento’s 
opera  “The  Masque  of  Angels,”  with  impressive  solos  from  Jessica 
Lutz  ’09  and  Lauren  Willard  ’07. 

The  full-to-capacity  crowd  provided  a 
unique  energy  for  the  vocalists, 
says  Fritz. 


“Performers  tend  to  draw  energy  from  the  audience,”  he  says. 
“Singing  for  a crowd  who’s  interested  in  music  is  always  a 
special  experience.” 

After  the  Choir  performed,  the  members  of  the  Lancaster 
Symphony  brought  their  noteworthy  performance  style  to 
Elizabethtown.  When  Maestro  Stephen  Gunzenhauser  took 
the  stage,  he  turned  to  the  audience  to  talk  about  Lancaster 
Symphony’s  motto,  “Only  in  Lancaster.”  He  explained  that  for 
its  first  selection,  Bartok’s  Divertimento  for  Strings,  the  symphony 
would  follow  the  European  practice  of  standing  during  a perform- 
ance. “Only  in  Lancaster,”  he  said  with  a proud  smile. 

The  instrumentalists  filed  onstage,  taking  their  standing 
spots.  The  cellists  used  chairs,  but  everyone  else  stood,  posture 
erect,  in  front  of  their  sheet  music.  Four  concertmasters — 
Mauricio  Gonzales,  Michael  Jamanis,  Igor  Yuzefovich,  and  Odin 
Rathnam — filed  in  to  great  applause  from  the  audience  and  proud 
beaming  from  Gunzenhauser.  With  little  fanfare,  the  symphony 
began  its  first  selection. 

When  the  symphony  shifted  to  the  featured  performance 
of  Vivaldi’s  “Le  Quattro  Stagioni,”  or  The  Four  Seasons,  the 
musicians  sat  down,  but  each  concertmaster  remained  standing 
during  his  solo  “season.”  Before  each  movement,  Gunzenhauser 
read  a poem  that  evoked  images  of  the  appropriate  season. 

The  Four  Seasons  features  intricate  solo  work,  and  the 
concertmasters  all  delivered  breathtaking  performances. 

Each  man’s  poise  and  precision  was  unparalleled,  each  bow 
moving  swiftly  over  the  strings,  and  the  symphony 
instrumentalists  provided  the  perfect  support  to  the 
incredible  soloists. 

With  every  piece  performed  and  with  each 
Vivaldi  movement,  Leffler  Chapel  fulfilled  its 
purpose  as  a world-class  venue  for  superlative 
talent — tucked  away  in  Elizabethtown,  Pa.

Erin  Kirchmer  Colfax  '00: 

An  Early  Start  on  a Legendary  Life

It  has  been  just  a few  short  years  since  Erin  Kirchmer  Colfax  ’00  graduated  from 
Elizabethtown  College,  and  already  she  is  realizing  goals  some  would  take  a 
lifetime  to  achieve.  In  recognition  of  her  exceptional  accomplishments,  Colfax 
was  honored  as  an  “up  and  coming”  female  legend  by  the  Morris  County  (N.J.) 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  one  of  six  women  to  be  given  awards  in  October  2006. 

Colfax  gets  her  zest  for  life  from  her  passion  for  learning  and  teaching.  A 
research  science  educator  at  The  Science  Academy  at  Morristown  High  School, 
she  believes  in  teaching  from  first-hand  experience.  By  the  age  of  27,  Colfax  had 
visited  and  studied  on  all  seven  continents.  Through  these  experiences,  she  can 
describe  to  her  students  the  sensation  of  high  altitude  climbing  after  summiting 
Mount  Kilimanjaro  in  Africa,  of  skiing  the  snow-covered  Andes  of  Chile  in 
South  America,  of  backpacking  through  countries  around  Europe,  of  elephant 
trekking  and  kayaking  the  waters  of  Thailand  in  Asia,  of  scuba  diving  along  the 
Great  Barrier  Reef  in  Australia,  of  visiting  the  national  and  state  parks  of  42 
states  in  the  United  States,  and  of  retracing  the  steps  of  Sir  Ernest  Shackleton 
in  Antarctica.  Over  the  past  seven  years,  she  has  expanded  her  understanding  of 
her  field,  in  part  through  three  international  research  projects  that  she  conducted 
on  her  expeditions.  She  has  authored  two  courses  for  The  Science  Academy,  a 
science  textbook  titled  “The  Laboratory  Safety  Lesson  Manual,”  and  her  first 
peer-reviewed  journal  article,  which  describes  a lesson  she  developed  using  data 
gathered  during  her  Antarctica  expedition. 

In  addition  to  teaching,  Colfax  coaches  skiing,  referees  field  hockey,  and 
until  recently  owned  her  own  business.  She  also  is  a graduate  student  at  Ramapo 
College  and  hopes  to  become  a scientific  writer  as  she  continues  to  teach.  In 
summer  2007,  she  will  head  to  Iceland  to  lead  a scientific  study  to  gather  meteor- 
ological and  sense  data  to  be  used  as  quantitative  and  qualitative  means  to  write 
scientific  poetry  with  her  students  in  the  fall.  On  this  expedition,  she  will  be 
joined  by  some  of  her  students  and  Class  of  2002  alumna  Stephanie  Vamold. 

For  Colfax,  the  Female  Legends  Award  was  a surprise  and  an  honor.  “I  don’t  feel 
that  I’ve  done  anything  spectacular,”  she  says,  crediting  family,  mentors  and  close 
friends  for  her  success.  “A  lot  of  people 
sacrificed  for  me  so  I would  be  able 
to  accomplish  what  1 have  in  my  life. 

I am  truly  blessed.” 

Colfax  says  that  her  experience 
at  Elizabethtown  College  provided 
her  the  knowledge  she  needed  to  start 
making  her  dreams  become  a reality. 

“My  professors  taught  me  to  expand 
upon  the  basics  of  science  and  made 
the  subject  real  for  me,”  she  explains, 
recognizing  in  particular  her  associa- 
tion with  Associate  Professor  and 
Department  Chair  of  Sociology  and 
Anthropology  Elizabeth  Newell.

Blue  Jay  to  Real  "Shanghaiist"

Dan  Washburn’s  journey  to  find  his  perfect  professional  “fit”  led  him  from 
the  quaint  streets  of  Elizabethtown  to  China’s  largest  city,  Shanghai. 

After  graduating  in  1996,  Washburn  began  his  journalism  career  penning 
a column  on  extreme  sports  for  The  Times  in  Gainesville,  Ga.  His  assignments 
ranged  from  bull  riding  to  tractor  pulling.  The  thrill  of  the  off-the-wall  sports, 
though,  didn’t  satisfy  Washburn’s  appetite  for  a life  less  ordinary.  So,  he  did 
something  even  more  extreme  than  the  sports  he  covered.  Washburn  bought  a 
one-way  ticket  to  Shanghai. 

“I  was  getting  a little  bored  with  my  newspaper  job.  I figured  I needed  to 
make  a change  and  go  abroad,”  recalls  Washburn.  “Moving  to  China  seemed  like 
a great  opportunity.” 

Washburn  began  his  “Chinese  chapter”  as  a conversational  English  teacher 
at  Shanghai  University.  After  two  years  of  teaching,  Washburn  set  off  on  a solo 
backpacking  trip  that  covered  more  than  half  of  China.  Traveling  by  train  or  bus 
and  staying  in  the  homes  of  former  students  and  acquaintances,  Washburn  chron- 
icled his  journey  in  an  online  diary — shanghaidiaries.com.  As  the  weeks  passed, 
more  and  more  people  read  his  memoirs  and  invited  him  to  visit.  Washburn’s  tour 
of  China  lasted  four  months. 

Arriving  back  in  Shanghai,  Washburn  continued  to  update  shanghaidiaries.com. 
“Shanghai  Diaries  actually  got  a decent  amount  of  readers  and  became  almost 
like  a city  blog,”  Washburn  explains.  “Gradually,  I started  thinking  that  it  would 
be  a good  idea  to  get  more  people  involved  and  maybe  even  get  a brand  name.” 

In  May  2005,  Washburn  met  with  the  publisher  of  the  Gothamist  website  to 
discuss  the  creation  of  a website  dedicated  to  Shanghai.  “We  met  over  lunch  and 
decided  to  launch  shanghaiist.com  right  there,”  Washburn  says.  An  English- 
language  blog,  shanghaiist.com  offers  tourists,  new  arrivals  and  natives  fresh, 
uncensored  information  about  Shanghai.  With  the  simple  click  of  a mouse,  any 
Internet  surfer  can  experience  the  full  scope  of  life  in  this  growing  Chinese  city. 

Postings — including  event  calendars,  restaurant  and  shopping  reviews,  tips 
about  living  in  Shanghai,  and  classified  and  personal  ads — are  submitted  by 
Shanghai  natives  and  those  like  Washburn  who  have  adopted  the  city  as  their 
own.  “Shanghaiist  contributors  are  people  who  love  living  in  Shanghai  and  want 
to  share  it,”  Washburn  explains.  During  the  past  year,  the  alumnus  also  launched 
an  online  boutique  at  mudanboutique.com.  Elizabethtown  Magazine  readers  who 

visit  the  website  will  receive  a 
15  percent  discount  off  their  order 
by  entering  “etownO?”  at  checkout. 

Reflecting  on  his  journey 
halfway  around  the  world, 
Washburn  says,  “I  just  try  to  do 
things  I enjoy  and  don’t  set  limits. 

I recommend  getting  out  of  the 
States,  seeing  the  rest  of  the  world 
and  experiencing  different  ways  of 
life,  because  you  never  know  where 
you’ll  fit  in.”

Cindy  Sagolla  McVey  '86: 

Horsing  Around  with  a Unique  Career

Cindy  Sagolla  McVey  never  planned  on  earning  her  living  as  a horse  massage 
therapist.  Armed  with  bachelor’s  degrees  in  music  education  and  music 
therapy  and  a master’s  in  elementary  education,  McVey  spent  years  immersed  in 
music  as  a concert  violinist  and  music  teacher.  She  said  that  she  knew  it  was  time 
for  a change  “when  going  to  work  began  to  feel  like  a walk  to  the  gallows.” 

McVey ’s  thoughts  turned  to  horses  after  her  husband  gave  her  a gift  of  riding 
lessons.  She  delighted  in  the  atmosphere  and,  naturally,  the  horses.  Researching 
career  options,  McVey  learned  about  animal  massage  therapy  and  attended 
Equissage,  a school  in  Round  Hill,  Va. 

Today,  McVey  works  with  more  than  100  equine  clients  in  her  thriving 
business,  Happy  Mare  Equine  Sports  Massage  Therapy,  the  largest  establishment 
of  its  kind  on  the  East  Coast.  Among  her  patrons  are  the  top  trainers  at  Delaware 
Park,  Philadelphia  Park,  and  Penn  National,  and  she  recently  served  as  the  full- 
time massage  therapist  for  the  award-winning  racehorse  Hard  Spun.  Hard  Spun 
placed  second  in  this  year’s  Kentucky  Derby,  third  in  the  Preakness,  and  fourth  in 
the  Belmont. 

In  what  McVey  considers  a pinnacle  of  accomplishment  in  her  new  career, 
she  traveled  all  over  the  country  with  Hard  Spun,  most  notably  serving  as  his 
massage  therapist  during  the  Triple  Crown.  “I  never  thought  I’d  get  to  that  level 
so  quickly,”  McVey  says  of  her  experience  at  the  exclusive  races.  Additionally, 
McVey  is  still  reeling  from  how  quickly  her  business  has  blossomed.  “I  never 
believed  I’d  be  working  with  a horse  of  [Hard  Spun’s]  caliber  and  have  such  a 
huge  clientele  in  just  three  years.” 

Sports  massage  can  be  a dangerous  job,  and  McVey  credits  her  training  as 
a musician  for  her  ability  to  remain  incredibly  focused  and  disciplined.  While 
McVey  knows  her  horses  and  has  a rapport  with  each,  an  unfamiliar,  agitated 
horse  can  cause  injury  with  kicking,  biting  or  other  dangerous  movements. 

Because  of  the  taxing,  intense  process,  McVey  will  massage  a maximum  of 
three  horses  in  a day’s  work,  taking  an  hour  and  a half  for  each.  She  examines 
25  different  muscles  to  locate  spasms  and  knots,  then  she  works  the  trouble  spots 
to  break  up  the  tension.  The  process  is  “preventative  in  nature,”  McVey  explains, 
aimed  at  alleviating  knots  and  spasms  before  they  have  a chance  to  damage  the 
horse’s  performance. 

Booked  three  months 
in  advance  and  working 
six  days  a week,  McVey 
loves  the  relationship  she 
develops  with  each  horse. 

She  jokes  that  the  first 
time  she  works  on  a 
horse,  his  ears  go  back 
as  he  gives  her  a dirty 
look,  wondering  why 
this  woman  is  poking 
and  prodding  at  his 
painful  knots,  but  the 
horses  quickly  learn  to 
appreciate  her.  “They 
know  me,  they  know  the 
sound  of  my  car,”  she  says. 

“They  associate  me  with 

feeling  better.  Cindy  Sagolla  McVey  '86  has  found  considerable  success 

in  her  new  profession  as  a horse  massage  therapist.
